THE assessment of Chicago is $117,000,000, 
Under the Constitution of the State not more 
than $2,340,000 can be raised by taxation on 
that assessment.

BLISS IN DESPAIR. 
HE FRANKLY ADMITS THE DANGER. 
Special Dispatch to The Oliccgo Tribune. 

Lone Brancu, N. J., Sept. 16.—** Ishould 
think that he was a little worse. I can’t say 
that I think he will be better in the morn- 
Ing.“ With these words Dr. Bliss closed a 
long and very interesting talk with the rep- 
resentatives of the press tonight, Only once 
before has the surgeon in charge expreseed 
so much anxiety as to the President's case. 
That was on tlie terrible Saturday when all 
had given him up. ‘Tonight he was very 
despondent, and his voice was the volce of a 
man crushed with a great sorrow, or over- 
come with terrible forebodings. Whatever 
may have been said of the lack of candor on 
the part of the surgeon in the past, 

NO ONE COULD HAVE BEEN MORE FRANK 
than Dr. Bliss tonight. His statement gives, 
ina very graphic way, the history of this 
bad day, and indicates the President's 
present condition, In substance Dr. Bliss’ 
story is that the condition of the President is 
such as to cause yery grave anxiety, and that 
there is no good reason to think that he will 
be better tomorrow. Dr. Bliss began by say- 
ing it is undemable that, in the 
last three days, the President's conidi- 
tion has changed for the worse. There 
was no special eause for this unfavorable 
change. The weather has not been the best. 
Pulmenary trouble would be likely to be im- 
proved by pleasant weather. Ile for a time 
this afternoon was betier than he was this 
morning, but 

THIS IMPROVEMENT DIP NOT LAST 
long, and we did not think if worth while to 
notice the fact in the night bulletin. Since 
the evening dressing another febrile rise has 
come, and his pulse has increased consider- 
ably—I do not know how much now.“ 

“Is there any material change in the 
wound, Doctor?” 

The discharge Is no worse than it was 
this morning. It # quite as Rberal.“ 

Does the discharge look dark? 

“No. There is to change in the general 
appearance of the pus. A slight blood-clot 
came out of the wound tonight. That biood- 
clot had changed the color of the pus-dis- 
charge.

until tonight? 

“ Did this clot have any serious influence 
upon the wound?” 

“ The clot was very slight, and did not af- 
feet him at all.

“As the nutrition of the body is dimin- 
ished the suppurating will be diminished. 
The pus is now about the same as it was the 
day before yesterduy. It is not as healthy as 
we would like to see it. It is rather a symp- 
tom than a danger in itself.“

THE BED-SORES ?”’ 

They are very slight. They have existed 
for two or three weeks. One of them is the 
size of a five-cént piece, the other the size of 
a cent. We have hot considered them of any 
importance, because they have not increased 
at all. They began to repair three to four 
weeks ago, but they are hot repairing any at 
present. These sores have ho necessary re- 
lation to bleood-poison. We have used the 
oakum rings constantly about them for a 
number of weeks. We make them from 
time to time as they are needed. The oakum 
is an antiseptic. They might be annoying if 
they should increase. We have constantly 
kept a plaster on his back to keep him from 
resting on them.”

THE STATE BULLETIN. 
A SENSIBLE INCREASE OF ANXIETY. 
ELBERON, Sept. 16,—Lovwell, London: 
There has been no very marked change in 
the President’s condition, but it is net at 
this hour reassuring. The different symp 
toms are almost all slightly aggravated, The 
temperature and pulse have fluctuated more 
than usual, and the respiration has been 
rather more frequent, while the character of 
the discharges continues to be unsatisfactory.

CINCINNATI. 
A FAILURE. 

CINCINNATI, O., Sept. 16.--The soldiers’ 
reunion has been a great disappointment. 
Rain fell steadily yesterday, and completely 
drowned out all the general exercises. A 
number of interesting regimetal and brigade 
reunions were held, and the Mexican vet- 
erans held a business meeting and re- 
elected their officers. 

The veteran soldiers’ parade moved at 13 
o’clock, and, in spite of the muddy streets 
and the fact that it had been announced that 
no parade would be made, was of consider- 
able magnitude. It was headed by a de- 
tachment of police, then followed Marietta 
Battery, O. N. G., then the First Regiment of 
Ohio National Guards, then Mexican vet- 
erans, and then the skeletons of regiments 
of the soldiers of the late War. They were 
in citizens’ dress, wearing only badges to in- 
dicate their regiment orcorps. They bore 
no arms, of course, but at close intervals 
they carried the tattered battle-flags which 
had been borne by them through the War.

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Tuat infamous style of insurance which, 
for want of a better name, has been termed 
“ graveyard,” and which has already been 
denounedd in Tax TursuNe, has now broken 
out in Delaware and Maryland, and will 
probably be tried in every State where the 
laws do not prevent it. This rascally busi- 
ness should be nipped in the bud by the se- 
verest penalties, consigning every one who 
engages in it to the penitentiary. It is onl) 
a few days since that an insurance company 
in this city received a letter from a woinan 
wanting to knowif they wouid allow her to 
take out a policy on the life of President 
Garfield—in other words, if she could be al- 
lowed to bet with them on the chances of his 
living! There is no punishment too severe 
for such ghouls. 

Tue Auditor of Virginia reports that there 
are 187,196 white and 114,198 colored voters 
in that State, a total of 301,889, The total 
vote for President a year ago was 217,615. 
A poll-tax levied on every man, and which 
must be paid before he ean vote, prevented 
many thousands of colored men from exer- 
tising the elective franchise last year. The 
voter is required to pay up all the arrears 
and produce a receipt in full to the inspect- 
ors of the election. A great many whites as 
well as blacks are practically disfranchised 
by means of this head-money tax, invented 
by the Democrats of Virginia to beat the Re- 
publicans at the polls. The Mahone party 
promise to repeal this odious discrimipation 
against poor men if they succeed in carrying 
the State at the next election. 


Tae St. Louis Republican, commenting 
upon Tur Cnicado Tripune’s denuncia- 
tion of the Missouri practice of train-robbery, 
says that just the same sort of robbery is 
done all over this country. Tue Tripune 
never meant to charge that robbery is con- 
fined to Missouri. There are robberies com- 
mitted in Lilinois, but they are committed by 
outeasts, and some effort is made to capture 
and punish them. They are not committed 
by respectable farmers’ sons, nor does the 
community sympathize with the outrages 
perpetrated by them or extend its protection 
tothem. The aifference between Missouri 
and other States is that she is living in a con- 
dition of barbarism, and has been ever since 
the days of her border-ruffianism. She not 
oply makes no effort to punish crimes of this 
sort, but she condones them.

Tur census bulletin Nu. 261 presents some 
interesting statistics concerning our lake 
fisheries in 1879, the magnitude of which 
will astonish our readers. The figures cover 
the States of Minnesota, Wisconsin, Michi- 
gah, IIlinols, Indiana. Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
and New York, which border upon the Great 
Lakes. The total quantity of fish taken in 
the lakes was 68,742,000 pounds, valued at 
$1,652,900, Of this amount there were 21, 
463,900 pounds of whitefish, valued at $778,- 
100; 6,804,600 pounds of trout, $221,700; 18, 
$56,300 pounds of herring, $117,100; 7,012,100 
pounds of sturgeon, $116,300 ; 6,772,600 pounds 
of “hard” fish, such as pike, bass, muskal- 
longe, and dressed catfish, $182,900 ; 7,086,700 
pounds of “soft” fish, such as saugers, 
white bass, suckérs, and lake shad, $90,000; 
and about 4,000,000 pounds classed as miscel- 
Janeous, about $250,000. Sturgeon ham 
yielded about $40,000 worth of caviare, isin- 
glass, and oil. Lake Michigan furnishes 
more than one-third of the entire amount of 
fish, one-half of the whitefish, one-third of 
the trout, and one-half of the sturgeon, while 
Lake Erie furnishes nearly all the herring 
and small fish. 


A LARGE speculation in petroleum is now 
going on not only in the oil-producing 
centres, but in many of the cities of the East. 
The main operator in the speculation is of 
course the Standard Oil Company monopoly, 
which, having on hand a heavy stock of cryde 
oil, is now putting up the price in order to 
freeze out the small refineries, Tenortwelve 
opposition establishments have started up 
recently in Cleveland. The monopoly works 
up the price of crude oil on the outsiders, 
and puts down the price of the refined ar- 
ticle, and they are soon left without an occu- 
pation, The following table shows the range 
of prices for crude petroleum per barrel for 
several years:

duties as Street Commissioners. The Gov- 
ernor refuses to concur in the action of the 
Mayor for the reason that the statute under 
which the Commissioners were required to 
supervise the cleaning of the streets was re- 
pealed before they were removed from office.

“The repeal 
blots out the statute. It is as if it never 
Was. The position of Gov. Cornet] is legally 
unassailable. There seems also to be some 
defense of the Commissioners on other 
grounds. They assert that they did the best 
it was possible for them to do with the 
funds at their command; that the streets 
were as clean during the summer of 1880, 
when they had control of them, as they are 
now, when a separate bureau, with twice the 
former appropriation, has charge of them; 
and that they were removed for poiitical rea- 
sons alone. The streets were, it is admitted, 
in a bad state last winter and spring, but the 
season was exceptionally severe, and the ap- 
propriations for street-cleaning purposes 
wholly inadequate. ‘The Coinmissioners and 
the Governor have the best of the argu- 
ment. . 


Ir begins to look as if, in the immediate 
future at least, the killing of certain people 
by certain other people who happen to dis- 
like them will not be such a popular pastime 
as it has been in the past. In 1873 Mr. Driver. 
a devoted Presbyterian, who married a Cath- 
olic woman and had such earnest discus- 
sions with her on the subject of religion that 
she died from the etfects of one of them, in 
which a pistol played a prominent part, was 
hung. In 1879 Messrs. Sherry and Connelly, 
a couple of gentlemen recently arrived in 
this country, filled themselves with bad 
whisky and started out with butcher-knives 
in their hands to kill somebody. They suc- 
ceeded in brutally murdering an inoffensive 
man who objected to their insulting his niece. 
Messrs. Sherry and Connelly were hung. 
Since this last execution there have 
been about one hundred murders committed 
in Chicago, but not one of the guilty parties 
has suffered the penalty prescribed by law 
for this crime, the average punishment being 
a few years’ imprisonment in Joliet. The 
new order of things recently Inaugurated is 
a hopeful one. Tobin, a low ruftian who 
beat and kicked his little daughter to death, 
pleaded guilty in the Criminal Court abouta 
month ago, and was sentenced to life in- 
prisonment, Last week Keenan, a burglar 
who broke into a eitizen's house for the pur- 
pose of robbery and shot the inmate who en- 
deavored to defend his property, was found 
guilty of murder and sentenced to be hanged; 
and on Thursday of this week Prince Albert 
Jones, a colored man who killed his brother, 
wassentenced to imprisonment for life. There 
are abodt twenty-five persons yet behind the 
bars of the County Jail for murder or man- 
slaughter, and the sooner they are brought 
inte court and tried the better pieased will 
be the balance of the community.

Ir is understood that Postmaster-General 
James will in his report to Congress strongly 
urge the adoption of a system of postal say- 
ings banks on the general but lately im- 
proved plan of the English Government. 
The great end accomplished by the national 
institution is the ample security afforded and 
the prompt convertibility of the postal credit 
into money, two ends which are not possible 
under any system of private savings-banks. 
There are now over 43,000 Postmasters in the 
United States, and each post-office may be 
made a place of saving deposit. At present 
savings-banks are limited to the large cities 
and towns, and the banks in these places, 
being all private corporations, cannot offer 
to depositors security, nor can they permit 
depositors to draw their money on deposit. 
Four-fifths of the people of the country 
are, from their location, eut off from all 
the advantages of savings-banks. The 
United States has the official ma- 
chinery for extending the savings-banks 
system to all parts of the country, and gather 
into the treasury all the savings of the peo- 
pie. There is hardly a village in the land 
where there are not some persons who will 
Rladly avail themselves of the opportunity to 
put their savings into the form of a National 
security. The cort of handling this money 
will be a very small percentage of the whole,

THE PRESIDENT AND HIS SURGEONS. 

Many complaints have been filed against 
Dr. Bliss for his garrulousness on the sub- 
ject of the President's case, and not@ithout 
some reason, it must be admitted. Hé is doing 
splendidly’; “the case is progressing finely ”’ ; 
“everything is going on satisfacigsily *; 
“the President is going to recover these 
phrases, and the IIke, have fallen from the 
lips of Dr. Bliss from the begiuning. And 
during all this time the sick man has been 
suffering from the shock of one complication 
after another, following each other in rapid 
suceession, and in each instance with almost 
fatal effect. On the other hand, it cannot be 
denied that the complications of the Presi- 
dent’s case are common ineidents ofsevere 
gunshot wounds, and upon the eseape of the 
patient from one and another of them with 
life the attending surgeons may well have 
felt courage and spoken hopefully, if not 
even with good assurance, of a favorable 
issue. Besides, some allowance must be 
made for the sometimes too chee words 
of the surgeons on account of pro- 
fessional obligation which rests upon 
them to maintain about the patient an at- 
mosphere of hope, Surely it is not the duty 
of the surgeons to make loud proclamation 
of every doubt and apprehension that may 
enter their minds, Such a course could not 
fail to discourage the nurses and watchers, 
and give to the sick-chamber a funereal as- 
pect. which in turn would inevitably react 
unfavorably upon the mind of the patient, 
The President is not a stock or a stone to be 
rudely experimented upon as if without 
sensation—to be killed or cured as his vital 
organs shall or not respend to medical and 
surgical treatment, He has a dual nature. 
He combines great will-power with an emo- 
tional, imaginative temperament. The influ- 
ence of physical prostration upon the will is 
greater than upon the imaginative faculty ; 
indeed, it weakens the former, while it stim- 
ulates the latter to morbid activity. To 
counteract this tendency of disease to render 
the patient despondent and gloomy is the 
imperative duty of the physician; and this 
duty the attending surgeons owe to the Pres- 
ident, regardless entirely of the effect its 
striet and faithful performance may have 
upon the public. 

Judged by this standard of duty, it is a 
question Whether Dr. Boynton ought not to 
be diacharged from attendance upon the 
President. It his ylews expressed outside of 
the sick-room are reflected in his aspect with- 
in it, and the patientcarefully observes his 
appearance, it must have a most demoraliz- 
ing effect upon his nerves. For of late Dr. 
Boynton in his interviews with the news- 
paper correspondents croaks like a raven, 
and he croaks constantly. Note the follow- 
ing in yesterday's dispatches: 

Dr. Boynton said this morning that the bul- 
let in unngunced that the pulse was 120 at one 
time last night, because be had yesterday admit- 
ted that the pulse was every dayas high as 120. 
Dr. Boynton added that he thought hereafter 
the public would have honest bulletins, and that 
he bad so little confidence in the bulletins Gat 
he had not read one for six weeks.

come it. Then the chronic pywmia which now 
exists appeared. It is possibie, he tbinks, that 
be may overcome the difficulties arising from 
this condition if new complications do not arise 
as he has conquered the parotid 
swelling, and seems now to have overcome the 
lung difficulty. Dr. Boynton for some 
weeks bas insisted that the President has been 
suffering from chronic pviewmia. » « Oe. 
Boynton, referring to the remarkably high av- 
erage of the Presidenot’s pulse, informed a friend 
tonight that, day in and day out, the pulse aver- 
aged from 115 to 117. 

Notwithstanding all these exceedingly 
gleomy forebodings, the Doctor is made 
finally to say that, While frankly admitting 
the uncertainty of. the case, he still sees his 
way out, and is of the opinion that the Presi- 
dent’s vitality will prove equal to the emer- 
gency.”? Fortunately for the President his 
faithful, courageous wife, who will never 
lose hope while there is a pulse-beat, is 
almost eonstantly at his side to cheer him in 
the long and desperate struggle; and her 
courage is well supplemented by the hapeful 
devotion of the President’s old friends, 
Rockwell and Swaim. It is well, perhaps, 
that these three will not permit themselves 
to realize the desperate nature of the case 
over which they never cease to watch, and of 
the favorable issue of which they never allow 
themselves to despair. It is really of littie 
consequence what the surgeons say, provided 
they do everything within the power of 
science and skill to save the life of the Presi- 
dent and restore him to health. It is not 
good ground of complaint against them that 
they hope while they struggle. If they 
should cease to hope they would cease to 
struggle skillfully. Even if they lead a for- 
lorn hope they should lead it gallantly. 

Four weeks ago a panie seized the whole 
corps of surgeons and attendants at the 
Executive Mansion. There was demoraliza- 
tion everywhere, and despair spread from the 
President’s bedside to every quarter of the 
land. But in that trying moment, as in every 
great emergency, there was one great soul 
made almost sublime by hope. Alone Mrs. 
Garfield stemmed the torrent of consterna- 
tion, and the struggle for the President's life 
was resumed. At this writing the President 
is better than he was in that dark hour. He 
is struggiing with the last probable compli- 
cation in his case—pyemia. Few patients 
recover from this terrible phase of the gun- 
shot wound, but some do recover; and there- 
fore the surgeons have ground for hope, and 
the country may join in this hope that the 
President will recover. God grant that he 
may! is the aspiration of a great people.

The liquor-dealers of Illinois have been 
holding a convention at Bloomington, in this 
State, there being as many as 400 delegates 
present. Their object was to devise meas- 
ures to protect their interests, and one of 
these measures was to elevate the character 
of the traffic. Before they adjourned they 
adopted a resolution declaring that the 
chief object of the association is to ele- 
vate the calling of the liquor dealer and man- 
ufacturer, and that the association pledges 
its support to the authorities everywhere in 
suppressing low and disreputable places, re- 
sorts of criminals, or additions to places of 
prostitution.“ 

That this resolution will be cordially adopt- 
ed by the great mass of persous engaged in 
the liquor traffic we have no question, and in 
this city the Mayor will find no more deter- 
mined supporters of the suppression of dis- 
reputable places than the liqnor-dealers 
themselves. 

But the mere prosecution of dance-houses 
is not sufficient to even slightly elevate the 
character of the trade, There are other re- 
forms which are needed, and which can be 
accomplished without apy serious opposi- 
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pmmittee of the 
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upon for the purpose of defeating any re- 
form, and for the putpose of provoking the 
hostility of a large portion of the persons 
who are engaged in the liquor traffic. In 
the first place, this proposed erdinance taxes 
all saloons alike; it makes no discrimination, 
and it creates a monopoly in the business. It 
igneres the fact, now universally recognized, 
that there is a wide difference between the 
sale of malt liquors and thé sale of distilled 
spirits. The Government recognizes this 
distinction in its revenue laws, where the 
tax 1s $1 per barrel of thirty-four gallons for 
beer and is 90 cents per gallon on spirits. 80 
in Massachusetts and other States, where 
legisiation nat prohibitory, but hostile to the 
liquor traffic, has been adopted, the license 
fees for the sale of spirits are largely in ex- 
cess of those demanded for the sale of r. 

In no place is this difference more strik- 
ingly seen than in Chicago. There are in 
this city ut least 1,000 saloons where % per 
cent of the sales are of beer. To place these 
establishinents on a level with those whose 
sales are mainly, if not exclusively, of alco- 
holle beverages, is so clearly unjust that the 
ordinanes would not command public ap 
proval. | 

What is needed is to fix the license fee for 
all establishments where sales are exclusively 
beer and wines at $100 a year, an inerease of 
100 per cent; and the license tee for all other 
saloons at $200, or even $250, an increase of 
400 or 500 per cent; this would be an all- 
sufficient reform, so far as any reform 
can be accomplished by any mere in- 
erease of the rate of license. An ordi- 
nance of this character would be ap 
proved and supported by a large body of 
the saloonkeepers in this city, and it would 
reduce the nuinber of saloons where the gale 
of alcoholic beverages is the principal busi- 
ness. A writer in Tug Tunes yesterday 
complained that this suggestion would have 
no effect in reducing the number of dis- 
reputable places, because the proprietors of 
such establishments can always tind the 
money to pay the increased rate of license. 
This is true, but the same class of men could 
just as readily raise $500 or $1,000, and they 
could afford to pay even double that sum if 
they could obtain, as is proposed, the limita- 
tion of the whole number of licenses to one- 
third or less than the present number, There 
are now not less than 3,500 licensed 
saloons of all kinds. Allowing that 
a large number of the grogshops would elose 
if the license was increased to $200, it is 
still pretty certain that the revenue from the 
two grades of license, the one at $100 and the 
other at $200, would produce in 1882 not less 
than $500,000, a sum equal to the employment 
of 250 additional policemen to recruit our 
present wholly insufficient police force. 

In the first place, the proposed ordinance 
Will not pass the Council, and therefore it 
will avail nothing to urge it; but an ordi- 
nance classifying the saloons and making the 
increase reasonable and just, being approved 
by public sentiment,.may be passed by the 
Council, and will aecomplish the ends 
sought by all the liquor-dealers who do not 
keep disreputable and disgraceful establish- 
ments. 


THE SINKING FUND AND NATIONAL 
EDUCATION. 


The law of 1862 provided that a sinking 
fund equal to 1 per eent of the National debt 
should be established, and that sum paid 
into it annually. This provision of law was 
neglected until March, 1869, when the pur- 
chase of bonds for the sinking fund began. 
Since then the additions to that fund have 
swollen it far in excess of the requirements 
of the law, and all .purchases for it ought to 
have been stopped years ago. The process 
has been to purchase annually an amount of 
bonds equal to 1 per cent of the public debt. 
The bonds thus purchased are put in the 
fund, and remain there permanently and 
bear interest as if they had not been paid. 
All the bonds purchased since March, 
1869, for this fund still bear  inter- 
est, and this interest on these accu- 
mulated purchases is annually employed 
to purchase other bonds, With the annual 
purchase under the 1 per cent clause of the 
law, and the annual interest on all these 
bonds purchased during the last twelve 
years, the amount due this year to the sink- 
ing fund js $50,000,000, which with $40,000,- 
000 left over from last year makes $90,000,000, 
The Secretary of the Treasury has during 
the year redeemed $100,000,000 of the publie 
debt, but has allotted to the sinking fund 
only $70,000,000, 

Congress at the next session should abolish 
this sinking fund. The original purpose was 
to bolster up the public credit, but that pur- 
pose has already been aecomplished. The 
sinking fund is now equal to the require- 
ments of the law for the next fifteen years. 
No further purchases are needed. The debt. 
is now all funded at low interest, and there 18 
no need in hurrving the payment of bonds in 
advance of their maturity. 

Congress ought now to provide a standing 
appropriation of $50,090,000 annually in aid 
of National education. This money ought 
to be appropriated per capita among 
the several States in aid of the schools. 
The money appropriated by Congress for 
this purpose would be a release to the land 
in all these States. The | $3,000,000 falling to 
the share of Illinois would enable the State 
to relieve the lands of Llineis of $3,000,000 
now raised from them by direct taxation for 
educational purposes. So in other States, 
where nearly the whole burden of taxation 
falls upon the land, and where the taxation 
for schools is limited because of the inabili- 
ty of the already tax-oppressed lands 
to bear the burden. The appropriation of 
this $50,000,000 would be one of the greatest 
of National blessings. It would be the be- 
ginning of school funds in States where 
there are now none. and where thay are es- 
pecially needed, The schbol systems thus 
endowed with a fund of $1 per head of the 
population, once. begun, would never cease, 
but would grow until made equal to the ed- 
ucational wants of each community. Let 


Congress now abolish the no-longer-needed 


and yet burdensome sinking fund, and turn 
the money now sank in that fund over to the 
several States to endow a school system in

lar and lucrative combinations of cards is not at 
once extensive and well defined. Among the 
many estimable gentlemen who imperil their 
lives by living in the Indian country and their 
digestion by eat ing the delicacies furnished by 
post-traders are Capt. Louis R. Stile, First- 
Lieut. Charles Hay, Second- Lieut. J. R. Clagett. 
Acting- Assistant-Surgean W. W. Rowan, and 
Stephen O'Connor, all of them being members 
of the Twenty-third United States Infantry. In 
October, 1880, this regiment was eneamped on 
the Uncompehagre River, and the persons 
above named started in to bave a quiet game or 
“draw.” After an hour or go of uneventful 
play it became the duty of Lieut. Hay to deal 
the cards. When he had finished this operation, 
the Acting Assistant Surgeon discovered that 
he held four kings, while Lieuts. Claggett and 
O'Connor found themselves jn possession of 
four queens and four jacks, respectively. 
These three gentiemen began betting in a most 
furious manner, Lieut. Hay “staying” with a 
calm persistency that was remarkable. After 
$102 had been placed in the pot,” the banas 
were shown, when the «gentlemanly desier 
was found te have a straight flush, The 
possession of 80 phenomenal a hand 
in such a eritical place was deemed 
an event of so extraordipary a nature 
as to warrant an offieial investigation of the 
matter. A court-martial was accordingly con- 
vened, Lieut. Hay being charged with conduct 
unbecoming an officer and a gentieman. The 
officer pleaded not guilty, and as the Axing ot 
cards is impossible to prove, unless the party 
who rings in the * cold deck " chooses to con- 
feas, Lieut. Hay was bonorably acquitted; but 
in tne future it is doubtful if the officers of bis 
regiment will play anything less than a straight 
flush against him with that degree of confidence 
which is essential to a proper understanding of 
the game. 

Atter detailing all the facts given above in 
General Court-Martial Order No. 93, Gen, Pope 
adds: : 

The circuntstances which made the trial in 
this case necessary ougut, in the estimation of 
the department commander, to furcibly appeal 
to all officers ju behalf of a seutiment t shall 
effectually discourage gambling in the army, 
and he trusts that Lieut. Hay and those associ- 
ate! with him in this case, taking warning from 
past experience, will desist from the indulgence 
of this vice, which, for them and all others who 
often indulge, teads surely in the direction of a 
lower and lowor range of feeling, and often to 
open and lasting disgrace. 

Why Lieut, Hay should be included among 
those to whom this advice is given is not clear. 
Any man who can hold a straight flush against 
four kings andalike number of queens and 
jacks does not need advice. He is eminently 
capable of taking care of himself, and the idea 
that he should “take warning from past cx- 
perience’ is grimly humorous. Lieut. Hay evi- 
dently took warning sometime ago. At present 
he is allowing the other man to do the walking.

RocuesTer, N. I., has an observatory 
where solar phenomena are watched. It was 
noticed on Monday, the Sth, that there was a 
fresh development of spots on the sun's surface, 
and this was immediately followed by a great 
increase of heat. It is pleasant to be informed 
by the Hochester astronomers that: 

It is quite probable that the hot and very dry 
sumwer will be followed by a long cold winter. 
There bas been an unprecedented 2 
of moisture from the sea and earth. hen the 
reaction comes and coudensation begins the loss 
of beat will be so great that the cold will be 
severe. The etfect of solar disturbance on the 
southern seas during the winter in this bemi- 
sphere will still further complicate matters by 
adding watery vapor, which must be condensed, 
robbing the air of heat cuontinuousiy. Any 
considerable permanent increase of solar 
energy would bring glacial action by in- 
creasing the cold of winter through condensa- 
tion of excessive volumes of watery vapor. [If 
the history of the great glacier which once cov- 
ered the site of this city could ve fully knowa 
it would douttiess be found a result of increased 
solar energies through a series of years—per- 
haps a maximum sun-spot period in not very re- 
mote times. For man lived on the earth during 
the glacial period, and the work of his bands is 
found in the giacial drift. If the reaction from 
the present excessive heat could be fairly estab- 
lished before winter is here,the prospect would 
be better fora mild winter. But it action aad 
renetion are equal, and the reaction comes in 
winter, there will be plenty of cold. 
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A CORRESPONDENT in St. Joseph, Mich., 
wants to know “whether Liverpool deter- 
mines the price of wheat in the United States.“ 
( Yes. @) No. (@ To some extent. Either one 
of these answers would be about as true as the 
others. There are times when the price of wheat 
in Liverpool seems to be the chief regulator of 
prices in America, and other times when the 
markets here move up or down with littie refer- 
ence to the views of buyers on the other side of 
the Atlantic, It would probably be more cor- 
rect to say that tpe price of wheat in Chicago 
determines the price in Liverpool than to 
assert that Chicago quotations are determined 
by those of Liverpool or London. And this is 
vone the less a fact although Chicago prices are 
seldom mentioned in tue British markets. Feo- 
pie there will quote New York prices in dollars 
and cents per ton, which they obtain by public 
telegraph, and then tell you the number of 
shillings and pence per quarter that Chicago 
wheat costs leid down on British shores.

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THE most revolting form of gambling yet 
invented is that known as “graveyard in- 
surance,” a device now in vogue in Pennayliva- 
nia and Maryland and spreading into Ohio and 
other States. It is worse than betting on a 
horse-race, or a prize-fight, or the turn of a 
card, inasmuch as it involves not only the risk- 
ing of money as that process does, but also the 
temptation to desire and even compass the 
death of human beings for the sake of gain. 
There is no element ot ordinary life-insurance 
about the practice. It is just a wager between 
two parties as to bow long a third will live, and 
the craze fur this kind of wager is said to be 
growing so that sober farmers are mortgaging 
their land to get money to invest in policies on 
consumptive neighbors, paying premiums in 
some instances that must mean ruin if the risk 
laste three months.

How Wealthy NN Are Housed 

~The * Sete” ia Metropolitan Society

Americans are such devoted: readers of 
English society novels that one of the points 
of greatest attraction to most of bur country- 
men in London is in that part of the West 
End where are te be found the houses of the 
aristocracy and of those great clubs which 
figure in the pages of almost every writer of 
English fiction. The transatlantic reader 
has formed his own idea of what 
these places should be, has built up 
streets and squares in his fancy, with mag- 
nificent palaces, where Lord This and Lady 
That dispense an elegant and courtly hospi- 
tality, and, naturally, be is desirous of seeing 
how nearly his imaginings agree with real- 
ity. To one who walks through the West 
End of London in this inquiring and yet 
critical spirit it must be coufessed the out- 
look is disappointing. There is much that 
might be said in commendation of the club 
buildings, which are chiefly found on, or in 
the immediate vicinity of, Pall Mall or St. 
James street. They arg ordinarily large and 
massive buildings, and are doubtless com- 
fortadle in the Enelish acceptation of that 
term, but they are not so luxurious lu their 
appointments as the leading clubs in this 
city and New York. They have usually a 
rather dingy appearance in their interiors, 
and, though they are much more used during 
the day than ordinary clubs in America. yet 
they do not seem to offer the inducements to 
a lounger to loiter away his time that are to 
be found in these latter. One thing 
in their favor is their great  econ- 
omy. An immense number of men 
in London have rooms where they may 
get their breakfasts, but they look to their 
clubs as a place for getting their lunches and 
dinners. These necessities clubs very 
thoroughly supply. They employ very good 
cooks, and the food and drink are furnished 
to meinbers at substantially cost prices, and, 
py London cost prices are very low prices, 
tis 

A SOURCE OF ECONOMY 

in London to belong te a club, instead of be- 
ing a piece of extravagance. Wines, for ex- 
aiple, can be had for jess than half the price 
that would be charged in an American res- 
taurant, But the clubs are not altogether 
well situated, Neither Pall Mall nor St. 
James street is an attractive thorougifare, 
for there is nothing inviting i. the outlook. 
‘The club buildings are surrounded by small 
retail shops, , though when they were 
built the streets may have been fashionable 
promenades, and have been near the centre 
ot the distriet used for residential purposes, 
that day has past, Taking outlook into ac- 
count, there is hardly aciub in London, if 
one or two small ones on the upper part of 
Piccadilly are excepted, that have locations 
which will in any way compare with those 

ssessed bythe Union and Somerset Clubs 
fnithis city, 

Tue swell parts of London—Belgravia and 
May Fair—are separated from each other by 
Green and Hyde Parks. Each distriet covers 
a large and not very well-defined area, and, 
in the matier of social standing, one ranks 
quite as bigh as the other. Ii is here that 
the great nobles have their mansions, and it 
is here also that the landed grntionan and 
the wealthy manufacturer, whe comes up to 
London for the season, takes a house. These 
two the places are homes of the thousands of 
well-fed, well-dressed, and good-looking peo- 

le ohe sees each pleasant afternoon riding 
their thoroughbreds aloug Rotten Row, or 
being driven by Nei liveried servants on the 
main road at 325 Park. It may be that 
the interior of these houses, or many of 
them, exceed the idea that would be formed 
concerning them from an exterior point of 
view. But of this one may entertain some 
doubt: Certain it is that in their exterior as- 

ct they are far from being attractive. The 
buildings are plain, and not unfrequently 
have 

NOT TITAT SUBSTANTIAL APPEARANCE 
which would redeem this possible, defect. 


They do not in any way fill out the idea one 


has formed of them as the homes of a wealthy 

and fashionable aristocracy. There are 

scores of buildings on the Back Bay which, 
in architectural effect, are vastly superior to 

be lordly mansions in Belgravia and May 
“air, 

There are afew houses, such as that of the 
Duke of Sutherland on the Mall, the Duke 
of Cambridge and Baron Rothschild on Pic- 
cadilly, and Dorchester House, belonging to 
Mr. Holford, on Park lane, which are larger 
than any of the private residences in the 
central part of Boston; but these are excep- 
tions, and, asa rule, the mansions, at the 
West End in London are no larger than 
those on Arlington street and Commonwealth 
avenue. It should, however be said that, in 
the matter of size, the eecupants of these 
buildings have only a secondary interest. It 
is rarely the ease that these dweilings belong 
to their tenants. Barons, Earls, and 
Dukes, as well as wealthy commoners, when 
they come to London are usually com- 

led to hire the houses in which they

Society in Londen 
is made up of certainly 300 or 30, and possi- 
bly 400 or 500, different coteries or cliques. 
A person may get into one and hardly know 
by sightany one outside ef his set. One 
clique may have a larger namber of titled 
persons connected with it than another, and 
this may give to it and its members u facti- 
tious importance; but, where there are so 
many, itis impossible to award anything like 
special preéminence. The famillar state- 
ment about all the world being at Lady So- 
and-So’s reception ts, even in a fashionable 
sense, wholly misleading when applied to 
London. for those present would only be-

ALMOST EQUAL SOCIAL IMPORTANCE, 
One may notice this absence of homogenous- 
ness by taking his stand at the Drive, Hyde 
Park, between 6 and 7 in the afternoon of 
any pleasant day during tne season. For 
miles the roadway is crowded with elegant 
equipages, almost all of them surmounted by 
significant coronets and erests, but though 
those who are driven take the greatest pains 
to see and be seen, it is only at rare intervals 
that out of the crowd two people are seen 
who apparently know each other. London 
is so large, and the number of people having 
education and wealth who onnyelly come 
from all parts of the Unſted Kingdom to 
spend the season in London is 80 great that 
itis Impossible any one should know more 
than the merest fraction of the entire mass, 

How. these society people manage to find 
room in these not over large houses for the 
retinue of servants which they keep ts a 
mystery which may not be explained to their 
credit. Ot course, all of those of any social 
pretensions keep private carriages, in the 
manipulation of whieh a eoachman and foot- 
man are required. The old style of 
having footmen stand behind the 
chariot has now been generally abuan- 
doned, and the custom of wearing 
knee-breeches and powdered wigs, is alse 
gradually passing into desuetude. The 
coachman now is chiefly distinguished by 
his top boots, while the footman sits beside 
him wearing an events dress suit. When 
at home these are, no doubt, aecoinmodated 
in the stable: but where can the butler and 
his maleassistant, the housekeeper, the cook 
and his or her assistants, she waiting, seul- 
lery, and lady maids find lodgings? Surely 
the servants In the town e@atablishments of 
the fashionable English families must put 
up with accommodations which our ordinary 
American servant would refuse to accept. 
The English servant question is one so close- 
ly associated with social life in that country 
that it natural!

if he were to black his master’s boots; while 
even the cook’s assistant must have a scul- 
lery-mald to wash the dishes. Consent to 
these divisions, and the machinery works 
with delightful N to change 
them, and there is a deadlock at once. The 
wages given to servants are much lower 
there than with us; thus £22 per annum, that 
is, about $2 per week, would be considered 
high pay for women servants, and most of 
them do not get more thay £12 or £14 a year. 
‘The men get from £20 (which would be paid 
a footman with his clothing) up to £80, which 
would be about the average of the pay given 
to first-class male cooks. When one takes 
into account the relatively small amount of 
service which any one servant can be called 
upon to perform, this pay is not so low as at 
first sight it would appear. In an American 
household, where twice as much is paid, the 
servants usually do twice asmuch work, If 
one attempts to introduce the American sys- 
tem in England, the result is not at all satis- 
factory. The high grade of servants will not 
submit to it, while low grade, from which 
most of the servants for the humbler citizens 
are drawn, furnish domestics of a type whose 
inferiority cannot easi'y be surpassed in 
America. If we were will to limit the de- 
mands we put upon household servants to a 
small routine, we should have as good serv- 
ice as they have in England. ‘hen one 
hears of an ordinary private gentleman’s es- 
tablishment near London, where the mem- 
bers of the family number twelve, that has 
twenty-three indoor servants, some idea may 
be formed of the subdivision of the duty and 
the small amount which falls to each one to 
perform. 

The fashion which dictates that the Lon- 
don season shall correspond with the sessions 
of Pariiament is almost as absurd as that 
which wgulates the time of dinner. Out of 
door London is no doubt delightful in June 
and July, for the parks are at their best; yet 
so also are the great country seats of the 
wealthy. But the heat at the scores of mid- 
summer receptions which take place every 
evening is simply intolerable. Imagine a 
house heated with a glare of gas crowded 
with people, and yet, out of doors, the 
thermometer at 90 degrees or thereabouts. 
The dinuer hour has pradeaiy been pushed 
back, until! now fashionable London sits 
down at the table at 9 p. m., and a movement 
seems to be under progress which will carry 
the time for sounding the dinner gong to 
10 p. m. This does not interfere with even- 
ing parties, for these usually haye their 
opening not before midnight. With the 
theatres it is different, and although these 
do not begin their performance until 8:30 
p. m., and then precede the regular play with 
a faree, it is often the case that their best 
patrons do not reach it until the entertain- 
ment is more than half over.

IMPORTAN € ARREST. 
PRTECTIVES CAPTURE A NOTED COUNTER 
FRITEK. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
New Yorn, Sept. 16.—A clever piece of 
detective work ended most successfully to- 
day in the capture of one of the most skillful 
and cunning of counterfeiters and of his en- 
tire paraphernalia, consisting of two 
stones with most exquisitly engraved 
fac similes of the 1,000-franc nots 
of the Bank of France, a ine 
plate on which one side of the note was 
etched, another metal plate containing the 
engraving of the water-mark of the paper of 
the note, several proofs of the note which 
had been struck off on glazed paper, several 
thousand sheets Stamped with the water mark 
and thoroughly prepared for the press, and 
four presses on which the printing was 
to have been done. The counterfeiter was 
the notorious Charles Becker, who is re- 
garded in this country and in Europe as un- 
surpassed in his specialty—vyiz: the counter- 
feiting of bank notes and bonds, Among the 
many counterfeits which the police are 
satisfied were executed by him, but which 
could not be legally proved against him, 
were those ot the Egyptian bonds, the forg- 
ing of the check purporting to have been 
drawn on the Union Trust Company for $68,- 
000 by the New York Life-lnsurance Com- 
pany, and the successful counterfeiting of the 
Italian bonds. Last winter Beckei was ar- 
rested on the charge of counterfeiting Italian 
bonds, but was soon after discharged for 
want of sufficient evidence to hold him. De- 
tectives Mooney and Boland of this city 
have been watching Becker's move- 
ménts, from the character of 
man they felt safe that 
after his release he would most probably em- 
bork in another extensive enterprise in coun- 
terfeiting. fter some diligent inquiry and 
watching they learned that he was engaged 
in reparing plates for printing coun- 
terfeits of the 1,000-franc notes of 
the Bank of France, and thereupon put 
themselves in communication with Coudert 
Bros., who are the counsel of the French 
Government in the United States and also of 
the Bank of France. The Messrs. Coudert 
then directed the two detectives named to 
investigate the ease thoroughly in be- 
half of the Bank of. France. Becker 
had rented @ house in an isolated 
lace in the subürbs of East New York, and 
lived with his wife and father-in-law, Mr. 
jlerring. The house was so situated that an 
excellent view of all the surroundings could 
be had trom the weber windows. Her- 
ring acted as the look-out. The close 
watch kept on the Beckers began 
as early as June last. The detectives rented 
the house adjoining and tenanted it witha 
fainily of several of its assistants, who kept 
a strict wateh day and. night on Becker’s 
house. Today the arrests were made, and 
Becker and a supposed accomplice named 
Marks, formerly a Constable in East New 


York, are now in jail.

sho Id have escaped general notice almost 
completely. The subscribers to the British 
Quarierly Review have read the strange 
and painful stery, but they alone. 
As long ago as 1838 Mr. Henry Larkin. who 
had been plodding ou for years “in about as 
insignificant a eareer as ever tried the faith 
of crushed enthusiasm,” offered his services 
as index-maker to Thomas Carlyle: being 
very anxious to serve a man whom he deeply 
reverenced, The offer was accepted; for 
ten years Mr. Larkin was intimately eon- 
nected with Carlyle in his work; and during 
all that time was constantly in his house as 
friend, as well, inan humble but necessary 
and eflicient way, fellow-workman. It is sad 
to read that when Mr. Larkin presented hiu- 
self at Chenerow to be engaged in the in- 
dex-making, map-making, and the rest of Ir, 
Mrs. Carlyle foresaw at once that a man 
of his devoted and enthusiastic nature would 
presentiy find himself In the same dreary 
bondage that trammeled her own life: for 
she seems, in a generous, pitying way, to 
have done as much as she well could do to 
warn him ef what was to be expected. But 
it was not till more than a year afterwards 
that Mr. Larkin “ gradually became alive to 
the intense dreariness of her life. She nad 
such a perfect mastery of herself, and such a 
stoical resolution ta shut her own misery 
from the eyes of the world, that I su 

not many even of her intimate friends knew 
haw much she was actually suffering, It was 
not merely the feeling of utter loneliness, 
arising from Cartyle’s moody absorption in 
his own work. Ali this. I believed, she cauld 
have borne without flinching. Indeed, she 
had such an unshaken faithin his genins, 
and such a queenly appreciation of her own 
prerogatives as his wife, that I am eouvinced 
she would not, even at the worst, have ex- 
changed her lawly position for the highest in 
the land.“ And again Mr. Larkin says: 

It was not, as 1 said, merely Carlyle's 
absorption in his work which weighed on 
her spirit; she knew this was inevitable, and 
would have cheerfully faced it, if only for 
the vantage-cround it gave her with 
world, The misery was to be shut up alone 
with htm, when he himself was strugglin 
under his burdens in utter wretchedness and 
glouminess of heart. When his dark labor- 
pains were upon him | suppose he was the 
most pear wretched man I ever saw. 
Even to stand firmly on one’s own feet in the 
presence of such misery and consequent 
irritability was well nigh im ble, But 
what she felt most keenly of all was that he 
never seemed to realize that misery is the 
most contagious of ail diseases. He saw her 
always invincibly devoted to him, and he 
thought her lot peaceful and happy in com- 
parison with his own. He never saw the 
wisery his own misery waa inflicting upon 
her, and gradually sapping the very life outof 
her. I have heard her many times speak of 
their life at Craigenputtoch with absolute 
shuddering.” 

Some of her letters to Mr, Larkin are piti- 
fully eloquent ot this state of things, though 
she never wrotein a doleful strain. Once 
when she was at Dumfries she had fallen ill; 
and while she was yet, as she described it, 
*a little uncertain an my legs,” she wrote 
to Mr. Larkin to say that home she must 
come— 

“Set out I must as early as is consistent 
with ordinary prudence; for the idea of Mr. 
Carlyle guing about at home, seeking things 
like a madman and never finding taem, an 
of his depending on the tender mercies o 
Charlotte (their servant) for his diet, leaves 
me no rest—partly on Charlotte’s account, 1 
eonfess, as well as hisown! So far as Lean 
make out, from his program, written in the 
atyle of The Lamentations of Jeremiah 
he will arrive at Chelsea sume time ot 
Thursday. He will sail frow Antwerp on 
Wednesday, he says, if not sooner,’ and 
‘twenty-four hours more, and then——!’ then 
he will be at Chelsea, I fancy this to mean. 
I write to tell you that you may go and see 
him on Friday; and be a mother to him, poor 
Babe o' Genius, till Leome: which will be in 
the beginning of next week, | expect; if ail 
continue to go well wita my bodily affairs. 
You must not give Charlotte any more board- 
wages. She will live with her master ‘on 
tick,’ as usual, till 1 come and resume the 
charge ot that N ue I caleu- 
late on leaving this on Friday; but shall be a 
few days amongst Mr. C.’s relations, Love 
to your mother. It hasseveral tines crossed 
my mind with pleasure, what a beautiful 
pin-cushion I have, to go home to!” 

Another letter we must quote from. Car- 
lyle, and his wife, and his maidservant, and 
his horse, and his dog went down into Fife 
one summer to a farm-house there—* the 
farm-house all that could be asked of a farm- 
house and more,” and with views most beau- 
tiful. Here Carlyle was very happy. The 
place,” he says, is one of the finest I ever 
saw for outlooks and situation; seas, mount- 
ains, cities, woods, fruitful cornfields; all is 
here in perfection; solitude, silence, and a 
horse superadded ; bathing, sauntering, walk- 
ing, galloping; lazily dreaming in the lullaby 
of the woods and breezes—this has been near- 
ly altogether my employment since you saw 
me lift anchor.“ But soon all this changed— 
changed very much to the view of Jane Car- 
lyle. A little while after she informs her 
friend that ok late weeks all the life iu me 
has been directed in keeping me in my 
senses!” 

„Oh, Mr. Larkin! cateh me ever again 
taking my holiday in the country along with 
a man ot genius! I saw fron; the first that 
instead Ha holiday it was going to be the 
hardest. work-day 1 had had for some time; 
l saw from the first what all that walking us 
in seven-league boots, and galloping like the 
wild huntsman, and bathing iu season and 
out of season like a merman, and all that 
consumption of soft food,” was working 
together towards—a bilious crisis, bad 
enough to make a poor wife’s hair stand on 
end; and to make her ask herself twenty 
times a day if it wouldn’t be better to tie 
herself up to her bed-pogt and be done with 
it! We might have been so comfortable 
bere if he had not already overdone himself 
at Humbie. A beautiful little house, with 
kind little cousins close by to help us alld 
cheer us. But one’s life has been made 
black and bitter by this— accumulation v®

Meanwhile, Carlyle had no conception of 
the good woman’s troubles; be was, as faith- 
ful, adiniring Mr. Larkin says, entirely un- 
conscious of the suffering and haggard wrest- 
ling with herself which she so heroiealiy 
shut down from his sight.” About the same 
time he wrote, The Mrs. is well; seems 
really to prosper a little here.“ 

Carlyle has told us of the serious accident 
which happened to his wife on her returning 
home one evening in 1865. I reeoliect that 
evening perfectly, and also the scene of help- 
less misery which in a few wouds he so dis- 
tinctly photographs. But the eye only sees 
what it brings the means of seeing: and he 
little thought that it was his own presence 
which had “suddenly preduced the colla 
whicn strack him so painfuily, . Few 
men have -been constitutionally less able 
to cope with unexpected dificulties than 
he was. In any case of confusior or em- 
barrassment it was sheer wisery to have him 
even standing by and looking on, his own ir- 
ritable impatience Was at once so contagious 
aud so depressing. On the evening in 

uestion | was sicting quietly at home, when 

heard a gentile rap at the door, and was in- 
formed that Mrs. Carlyle’s servant wished to 
speak tome. She twld me that Mrs, Carlyle 
had just been brought home in a cab serivus- 
ly hurt by a fall, and begged 1 would come 
in at once. I went instantly and found her 
on a chair in the back room of the ground 
floor, evidently in great pele. As soon as 
she saw me she said, Oh! Mr. Larkin, do 
get me up into my own room before Mr. 
Carlyle knows anything about it. He'll drive 
me mad if he comes in pow!’ Bat he did 
come, looking terribly shocked and even 
angry,’ and then wag the collapse.” While 
she kept her room Mr. Larkin was asked to 
see her every morning, “for she knew she

THAT MAXIMUM SCHEDULE. 

Several weeks ago the managers of the 
principal roads in this State held a con- 
ference in Springfield with the Railroad 
Commissioners relative to the new maxi- 
mum schedule of legal freight rates, which 
a majority of the later bad informally 
agreed upon. With the rates on the four 
classes of ordinary merchandise which was 
printed in Tue ‘TrisuneE some time ago the 
railroad managers expressed no positive ob- 
jection, but they did enter a decided protest 
against the rates on. grain, lumber, flour. 
galt, live stock, and Classes A, B. C, and D. 
and coal, and asked that the rates on these 
classes, as informally adopted by the Board 
be raised from 8 to 20 per cent. They argued 
that as the average haul on all local freight 
Jn this State did not exceed 200 miles, and on 
toa! not to exceed 65 miles, it would be im- 
possible for them to do thetraffic at the same 
rates as they did the inter-State business, on 
which they had a haul of from 300 to 500 
miles. It is an axiom in railroad manage- 
ment that there is a decrease on the ratio of 
cost of transportation per ton ber mile in pro- 
portion to the increase in distance. in other 
words, the companies could haul twenty- 
five car-loads of freight at less cost per ton 
per mile tor a distance of 500 miles than they 
could for 100 miles. NHence to equalize the 
cost they asked that the Commissioners 
would increase the rates for the short haul. 

Owing to the illness of Commissioner 
Bogue, who is in the Lake Superior country 
wrestling with “hay fever,“ there has been 
no meeting of the board, and no action has 
been taken. It has within a day or two been 
semi-officially announced that in all proba- 
bility a compromise will. be agreed upon 
when the board next meets. And with this 
the railroads will have to be conient.

The Hyde Park Board of Trustees met last 
evening at the Village Hall. The announce- 
ment that the war between the Western In-

Some Utterances of President 
Garfleld—Extracts from His Speeches 
Peculiarly Interesting at This Time. 

To the Editor af The Chicago Tribuns. 

Davenport, Ia, Sept. 14—“From the 
quiet level of the deep al! hights and depths 
ate measured,“ sald a most eminent citizen 
a little more than a year ago, and now the 
lips which uttered those memo words 
are trembling with the whisperings of months 
of pain and sickness. And there are those 
who remember that the originator of those 
words has said many things not only worthy 
of passing notice, but also which offer food 
for almost an illimitable amount of thought. 
From the years of life in that lowly log 
cabin in the Ohio forest, and no doubt trom 
the influences fostered in the young mind by 
that nodle mother, has sprung a mind whose 
works shall go down in history as worthy of 
a place beside those of Wash ington and Lin- 
coln; and how similar to the latter has been 
the life of James A. Garfield. 

The widow Gartield had prayed that bright 
things might come through her “Jimmie,” 
and had often talked with him about the 
noble life she wished him te lead, but it 
seemed almost hopeless when the boy left 
the little home for a life on the canal; but 
still the little mother hoped and prayed for 
her boy. Jamescame near losing his life 
one night in the canal; he fell overboard, 
but as luck, or may be it was Providence, 
would have it, the rope which he held in his 
hand kinked and caught on the gunwale of 
the boat, thus saving the life which is now 
50 important a one to all of us. While the 
boy was in the water he thought in a few 
seconds of a great deal of his past life, and 
when he climbed all dripping to the deck 
something prompted him to try and make 
the rope kink over the gunwale again; but 
we will let him tell what followed: 

“Ihave thrown this rope six hundred 
times; I might have thrown it ten times six 
hundred without its catching; ten times six 
hundred are six thousand; so there were 
six thousand chances against my lite. 
Against such odds Providence alone could have 
saved it. Providence, therefore, thinks it worth 
saving; and if that's s I won't throw it away 
on a canal-boat. I'll go home and get an educa- 
tion, and become a man.” 

We all kuo that our country has been better 
off for the salvation of that life; ifin nothing 
else, it shows the chances which lay before the 
poorest and most lowly. 

How weil he made amanof himself he has 
shown in a thousand ways. It is needless to pass 
over the years of toil and struggle in obtaining 
his education, we have all heard ot them; but 
after all the regular courses were passed, and 
ouly what schooling tke world in the years ot 


his future life could give him lay before him, 
be wrote one day: 


Again the path 

Leads o’er the summit where the sunbeams fall, 
And thus in lightand shade, sunshine and gloom, 
Sorrow and joy, this pathway leads along. 

And twenty years after be fell on the “sum- 
mit“ midst the suubeams, piercea by the 
bullet of a wretch. in the midst of kis success, 
at the bighest pinacic which a huuwan being 
evn reach in this worid, he fell, aud the hearts of 
fifty millions of people tell with bim.

And the act of leaving the army at the time he 
did, although it may have been looked upon 
coldly, Was agrand one.

Probably of all the fine utterances of this man of 
the people none can be more often repeated and 
beautifully applied than this one which he ul- 
tered in the Nalis of Congress a little over two 
yours ago. y had been having a heated de- 
bate on the different pflis to which objectionable 
riders hag been attached, particular 1 great 
Appropriation bill. One bad said that the bill 
would not be passed without the rider, and it 
was on this point that Mr. Garfield centered the 
force of bis address. Not his bitter oojection to 
attaching riders to bills, but that such a threat 
should be mage if the rider were not allowed to 
remain on. Mr. Gartield said he was willing to 
leave his record to be I on dy the people 
und said in auswer to the oft repeated cry of his 
opponents in their bonor(” that the Constitu- 
tion should be trampled under foot by unholy 
election: 

Public opinion—that gros ocean of thought 
from whose level all bights and depths are 
measured—was trusted as a power ampiy able 
and always willing to guard ail the approaches 
ou that side of the Constitution from any assault 
on the life of the Nation.“ 

Thus it bas always been with this man, when 
his enemies were most r to surround his 
name with “olouds of darkness be has ap- 
pealed to the * quiet level aud come out t 
victor every time. 

A few months later the same year, and every 
one is now beginning to acknowledge the truth

The War for Union was right. everiast- 
ingly right; the War against the Union was 
wrong—forever wrong.“ 

Then we follow bim down to the day of the 
great convention. I remember reading the tele- 
grapb report of the second day's proceedings. 
Not one vote bad been cast tor James A. Gar- 
field as the nominee; no one had mentioned the 
possibility of his nomination, but when the writ- 
er of this read the lines: : 

As Gen. Garfield entered the ball and waiked 
slowly dowa the aisie be was greeted with the 
most deafening storm of applause, and r. 
Conkling, who bad the floor and was speaking, 
was obliged to cease for some moments before 
he could be beard.” 

I said to myself: “If they would only vominate 
Gartield we would have a candidate after my 
own heart.“ I dad no idea that it would be 
done; still from my knowledge of the man I 
could wish for no better action. 

He wus nominated end elected, and we all 
know bow gracetuliy be entered upon tke duties 
of his great office; we all remember the smooth 
and eloquent inaugural, but 1 shall only quote 
one short paragraph from that. and that touches 
on a question t probably bas more influence. 
and wil always bave more initluence, on the 
vitality of our institutions than all other in- 
fluences combined, and views coveriug the whole 
ground are incorporated in this single para- 


graph: 

a 1 is the high privilege and sacred duty of 
those now living to educate their successors and 
fit them, by intelligence and virtue, for the in- 
heritance which awaits them.“ 

Then he turned and compieted his pieasure in 
this grand moment by affectionately noticing 
the one to whom vei baps above all others he 
owed his rise—the mother who in these latter 
days of hope and fear has always trusted in God 
to restore ner boy to strength. 

And it was the same James A. Garfield, always 
the gentleman and statesman, who said when he 
lay in pain just after the cruel wound of July 2: 
“ Give Mrs. Garfieid my love.” And the same 
who said feeltngiy, while the cloud hung over 
bim. a month later, as his wife reatl to bim the 
messages of sympathy from all over the coun- 
try: This jea people worth living for.“ Ana, 
with the little strength left bim, he did not for- 
get to wave his friends an ndieu as he left the 
White House the other day: and, shouid be re- 
cover. be will come back to a great people ready 
and willing to aid him la bis efforts to advance 
their interests.

EXPLOSIVE COMPOUNDS. 


Nitro-Glycerine and Dynamites. 
New York Sun. 

Two of the most innocent substances in the 
world are cotton and glycerine. Each how- 
ever, is at the head of a very explosive fam- 
ily. Like ancestors of well-marked charac- 
ter, each has stamped a well-defined charac- 
ter on its descendants. Effects are produced 
by the cotton explosives which cannot be ob- 
tained by the glycerine family, and the gly- 
cerine explosives give results unobtainable 
by the .gun-cotton family. Gun-cotten, as its 
name implies, is more adapted for warlike 
purposes, while nitro-glycerine and its deriva- 
tives are better suited to mining operations. 

Nitro-glycerine is obtained by placing a 
quantity of glycerine in a bath composed of 
one part of nitric and two of sulphuric acid. 
During the process a high temperature is de- 
veloped, and the vessel in which the mixture 
is formed requires to be kept in ice-water. 
Nitro-glycerine thus obtained is colorless, 
and has a sweet aromatic taste and the con- 
sistency of ollve oil. It congeals at 8 deg. 
centigrade, but explodes by a shock or jar, 
or by being raised to the temperature of 180 
deg. centigrade by an electric battery or 
fulminating preparations, such as the ful- 
minate of mercury. Its explosive power ts 
said by artillerists to be six times that of pow- 
der, its projectile force four times greater. 
In its simple state it was too dangerous for 
use, owing to Its liability to explode by a jar, 
Near Llanderts, in Wales, a cart conveying 
some to the slate quarries happened to strike 
one of the wheels againss a stone in 
rough road, and cart, horses, and driver were 
seen uo more. A leaky can had let some 
escape on the floor of a car; a porter acci- 
dentally threw a piece of slate on it, and the 
ear was wrecked. The British Parliament 
prohibited its use for a time. But its ad- 
vantages over powder in all mining opera- 
tions were so marked that its manufacture 
could not be stopped. The thing to be done, 
then, was to bring it more under control. 

As usual, accident put men of science on 
the right track. Some workmen noticed that 
it lost its explosibility when mixed with a 
certain kind of sand. Nobel was led by ob- 
servation of this fact to fori the compound 
named dynamite, which is simply nitro- 

lycerine absorbed by sand. He used for his 
base a silicious sand found at Oberlobe, in 
Hanover. During the siege of Paris the 
French engineers, not being able to obtain 
this (Kleselguhr), employed coke dust from 
the gasworks with success, and named the 
compound Randannite, The first dynamite 
manufactured dy Nobel, his “No. 
1,” contained seventy-five parts 
of nitrogiycerine and twenty-five of 
silicious sand. Various proportions are used. 
aceording to the use to which the compound 
is destined. The Austrian engineers em- 
ployed the low figures of 40 or 50 ver cent 
nitto-gl yoerine absorbed in sawdust. They 
argued that it was better to increase the vol 
ume of the explosive substance than to incur 
risk from using it in a more concentrated form. 
It was formed into cartridges for the sappers 
in the army to carry on their persons, the 
proportion being 35 per cent nitro-glycerine 
and 65 sawdust. In mines, where it is neces- 
sary that the effective charge should oc- 
cupy as small a space as possible, the 
proportions are inverted. Then some de- 
structive geniuses invented fujlminative and 
other compounds. All these are styled dyna- 
mites with an inert base, for the substances 
with which the nitro-glycerine is mixed con- 
tribute nothing to the explosive power. The 
next step was the production of dynamltes 
with an active ln them the nitro- 
glycerine is absorbed by carbonate of mag- 
nesia, azotate of soda, nitrate of potas- 
sium, and the like, which exercise a direct 
action on the explosion by utilizing the 
portion of oxygen set free by the decom- 
position of the nitro-glycerine. The French 
dynamites contain one of these salts mixed 
with sawdust or tripoli-stone. Nobel’s dyna- 
mite No. 2“ contains nitre, resin, and coal 
dust. In the war the Germans used a com- 
pound called the stone-breaker, This is 
inade in the factory of Krebs at Kalk, near 
Cologne, and consists of 8 parts in weight 
of nitro-glycerme, 30 of siliclous sand, 12 
powdered anthracite, 4 nitrate of soda, and 2 
of sulphur according to one 828 while 
another formula is 42 parts of nitro-glycer- 
ine, 25 nitrate of soda, 4 sulphur, and 2 of 
coal dust, sawdust, and sand. 

An Austrian engineer was next seized with 
the bright idea of mix nitro-@lycerine and 
gun-cotton. He called his new compound 
pyroxyline dynamite, and used 75 per cent of 
nitro-glycerine and B per cent of gun-cotton, 
This put Prof. Abel on his mettle, and he 
threw his talents into inventing glyoxyiine 
dynamite, a mixture of gun-cotcon and nitre 
saturated im nitro-glycerine. Nebel, not to 
be outdone, invented his explosive gelatine, 
consisting of 9 per cent of nitro-glycerine 
and 5 per cent of collodium cotton, 
This article is twice as strong as his 
dynamite No. 1.” Nobel was now in the 
vein, he next devised his celatinous dyn- 
amite, Containing 36.40 of the nitro-giycerine, 
9.00 of wdered gun-cotton, and 4 of cam- 
phor. This compound will resi<t the most 
violent shocks. It is a gelatinous mass, elas- 
tic, transparent, of a pure yellow color. It 
can be cat with 4 knife and subjected to 
pressure without any nitro-giycerine exud- 
ing. It preserves its virtues during long un- 
mersions in water, and when frozen forms a 
solid mass like candy sugar. It will not ex- 
plode, even when struck by ‘a rifle-ball at 
twenty yards’ ce. It burns in fire 
quietly without exploding, just as ordinary 
dynamite does. 

Dynamite being now rendered non-ex- 
plosive by shock or by fire, requires to be ex- 

i by some fulminate or by electricity. 
The fulminates of mercury or of silver, or 
chlorate of Rr the means gener- 
ally used. In very cold weather, wheu the 
dynamite is frezen, it has to be thawerd, but 
it is only necessary to thaw one cartridge in 
order to set off the whole charge. The effects

MODERN DENTISTRY. 


History of Its Develepment—The In- 
vention of Valuable liustruments— 
Manufacturing Teeth—SDifferent Ma- 
terials Empleyed-—The Use of Anme- 


thetics.

The days when dentists were barbers and 
amateur surgeons, combining the art of 
shaving and cupping with that of ex- 
tracting teeth, have happily long 
passed. During the last fifteen years 
dentistry has made great progress. 
The mechanical appliances for dental 
work in its manifold forms are many and 
complex, and very little improvement in that 
direction is now looked for by the profession. 
Nowadays dentists must be graduated from 
dental colleges and obtain diplomas before 
practicing. This comparatively recent de- 
parture must have a beneficial effect on the 
standing of the profession in this city, which 
now numbers about 400 members. The 
dentist of today has to know something of

instrument, so poorly adap to this pur- 
pose, was clumsy and required patience and 
strength on the part of operator and subject.

e, A flexible tube connects the burr 
with the engine, which is worked with the 
foot. The ro burr can be applied to 
any tooth with equal facility, and orms 
its work of cleaning, of excavation, with 
—— and delicacy. The rubber dam is an 
invention useful for keeping the teeth dry 
during the process of ailing. By means of a 
clamp and forceps the rubber is placed about 
a tooth, isolating it from its companions 
while it is exposed for filling. In the use of 
crystal gold it 18 N Important that no 
moisture reaches it in its crystallized state, 
otherwise it will lose its cohesiveness. 

Another invention Is the electric mallet 
for condensing gold foll in cavities. Rapid 
blows are given to the cavities by means of 
reyes an There is 2 an automatic mallet 
for a similar purpose, by which the gold foil 
is condensed * automatic dlow instead 
of electricity. strength of the blow can 
easily be regulated in the body of the instru- 
ment. An engine mallet is also 
used by 0 tors for condensing 
gold foil. T “porcelain crown” is 
adapted to restoring teeth broken 
down by decay. The root is cut down and 
the porcelain crown is attached with a me- 
tallle pivot. The advocates of the tooth 
crown ” claim that the time will come when 
almost no teeth at all will be drawn. They 
urge that only once in 500,000 cases perhaps 
is it necessary to remove them, and that their 
diseased condition can usually be cured and 
the teeth saved. When a tooth is decayed to 
the gum its usefulness is restored by this 
process by the slipping of a gold cap over the 
root and the attachment of a porcelain 
crown. 

The way the tooth crown is petted pay be 
illustrated by an operation which . ace 
not long ago, was a broken-down 
bicuspid on the left side of the upper jaw. 
The external half of the tooth had spilt 
and a portion of the inner cusp was also 
gone, In the operation, what remained of 

crown was cut off nearly even with the 
gum, and a narrow band or collar was fitted 
aceurately around the stump which. 
unde® the gum and out of sight. this 
collar there was attached by a lining and 
solder porcelain face, which was 
made by using a small plate tooth. The inner 
onep was restored by making it a hollow 
shell of gold. The face and shell were 
united when set in its place. The shell was 
filled with oxychloride paste and a screw 
passed through the crown into the root. The 
collar surrounded the root and passed under 
the gum, protecting the stump longer it is 
claimed, than by any other method. Pre- 
viqus to the setting, a hollow screw is in- 
serted into the root, which in turn becomes a 
nut and receives the screw after passed 
through the crown. 

In the manufacture of teeth the use of 
platina with whatis known as the continuous 
gum has many advocates. Platina is the 
only metal that can withstand the heat 
necessary to fuse the gum on the plate. An- 
other improvement in this branch of dental 
work is the mineral plate, the plate and teeth 
being of one material, Huloid has been 
substituted in place of rubber, which is very 
injurious to many mouths. On some, rubber 
has no bad effect, while the mouths of others 
look on exposure like raw beef. Of course 
the preference is given to gold as a filling for 
teeth. A composition filling may answer 
where the cavities are large and the teeth 
are not expected to be retained tong, and 
especially when economy is considered, but 
ee teeth that are to be saved gold is essen- 
tial. 

Iu the extracting of teeth a revolution has 
taken place within seventeen years. Fora 
long time, the only anesthetics known te the 
profession for this work were chlorofurm 
and ether. So many aceidents, however, oc- 
curred with the use of chloroform that it has 
been almost entirely abandoned by dentists. 
Ether, although less dangerous, is very dis- 
agreeable, and accidents sometimes occur in 
its use. Ether frequently makes tients 
deathly sick, from the effects of which 
they do not recover for several days. 
Nitrous oxide now almost en- 
tirely takes the place of other ansesthetics 
both in this country and Europe A 
well known dentist said to a Jribune report- 
er recently: I introduced the gas to the

THE ENGLISH JACOBINS. 

Mr. Edward Smith has contributed to the 
“Cassell Popular Library Series” a little 
volume bearing the title: Story ‘a the 
English Jacobins: being an account of the 
persons implicated in the charges of high 
treason, 1704.” Mr. Smith takes sides with 
the “Jacobins” to this exteft: that he be- 
lieves those of whom he writes to have been 
honorable, industrious, intelligent, and 
worthy men who “deserved weil of their 
country and Whose names should be relieved 
from some of the boundless calumnies heaped 
upon them by a ‘perverse generation.” It is 
not probable that the majority of readers re- 
member the names even of those for whose 
vindication this book was written. Hardy, 
Tooke and Thelwall ; Frost, Margarot and Ger- 
rald; Walker, Bonney, Richter and Holcroft— 
these are unfamiliar people even to historical 
students. The reign of George LIL is yet 
too near to have been madé the subject of 
cautious research, and the general historian 
has been obliged to pass over this affair, with 
which the Pitt administration nad to deal, 
for want of material. Historie accuracy was 
impossible when the words of spies and in- 
formers were the sole sources ot informa- 
tion. Mr. Smith has been fortunate enough

There is no superstition so common among 
men as belief in the maternal instinct of all 
women, unless it be that among women of 
beliet in the physical courage of all men.

No man attacks reputa- 
tion of a youth as women attack that of a girl. 
The man who should come into biscivb and 
whisper about damning stories of his friend's 
young son, who should accuse him of 
dishonorable doings, such as would ruin 
the lad’s character as thoroughly as the charge 
of immodesty, flirting with married men, and 
the like, ruin that of a girl, would soon have the 
room to himself. But women over the tea-tabie 
gather up the crumbs of scandal with relish and 
appregiation, and even the mothers of girls are 
not ashamed to believe and repeat Stories 
against their dear friend's daughter which may 
have no foundation ip fact, and which, even if 
true, they bave no means of proving or testing. 

It is the woman, too, who refuses to forgive 
the grave and undeniable lapse, the absolute 
fail, even of the you and most ignorant; 
men can be found to love, respect, and marry a 
giri who in the past fell into bad hands and euf- 
fered where she had sinned. The women who 
would take her to their hearts as ber mother, 
pitving, consoling, rehabilitating, might be 
counted on the fingers, simpiy because the mu- 
ternal instinct is nowhere. We know that the 
maintenance of a high standard of virtue is 

rtof the womanly function in life, and that 
axity among women would be fatal all round; 
and we recognize the need for a certain solidari- 
ty in the sex on this question of chastity, anda 
certain severity of judgement against traitors 


and deserters. . 

This is intelligible enough as between women 
and women; but we are speaking now of giris— 
of girls so young that maternal women would 
naturally pity and tect them—of giris who 
have tailed chiefly from ignorance and want of 
— | giris who have sinned without 

nowledge, and whose sin is sufficiently its own 
punishment. We do not admit into the argu- 
mut the Homes for Fallen Women presided 
ove and worked by women. These come into 
auite a different category of thoughts and feel- 
ings; and in most cases the maternal instinct 
has u part in the actuating motive. We are 
speak ng of the girls ina woman's own circle; 
and for them, when disgrace fails on them, as it 
u.iappily does at times, we find but little com- 
mis radon. Yet we should always remember 
that tune care of a girl's conduct and the main- 
tenance of her innocence belong to women, and 
that when a girl goes wrong some woman has 
fuiled in ber duty. If mothers, or those who 
stand in the place of mothers, did their maternal 
duty conscientiously, there would be no seduc- 
tions, because there would be ever-efficient pro- 
tection. But the absurd doctrine that giris may 
be trusted to take care of themselves, in 
vogue at the present time, throws the burden on 
a weak young creature who neither understands 
her dangers nor recoguizes the first approaches 
of peril, and whose own natural desire joins in 
innocent treachery against berself and with her 
enemy. Whena mother says she can trust her 
dauguter, and forthwith gives her the key of 
the Helds, she simply means that she is without 
this maternal tecling. “I know that my daugh- 
ter is incapable of indiscretion,” she says, with 
fatuous security, and yields herself up to idle- 
ness and seitish indolence, while the girl, in the 
first bloom ot her youth, and the first stirring of 
her own develo instincts, wanders off alone, 

rotected only by t doubtful hand of Provi- 

ence and the honorof men towhom all woman- 
hood is fair game. Only when the sudden elope- 
ment or more irretrievabie shame becomes pub- 
lic and tent does the flimsy pretense of girl- 
hood sufficing for its own protection fall to the 
ground as the sham it is. But with all this as her 
excuse the girl ig cast off as if she Were the con- 
scious sinner, and not the innocent victim: and 
the mother is condoled with on the perversity of 
her daughter, instead of condem for her own 
gross dereliction of duty. 

The whole modern theory and 
ish independence, girlish liberty? and the need- 
lesness of watching and overlooking is due to 
the want of maternal instinct. Since when has 
human nature so much that ignorant 
youth may be left to itself unguarded and un- 
directed? Itis stillde rigueur that a girl must 
be chaperoned to a private ball, where, unless 
the tone is singulariy lax, she cannot go far 
wrong. But she may go out into the crowded 
London streets, and by the railway alone, and 
wander where she will unattended; and she may 
give such a report of herself when she returns 
home as best suits her faucy, no one being able 
to verify or disprove. Youth is beediess; youth 
is not always truthful when it has been heed- 
less; and kettle boila apace. We see what 
we desire to see; and if it be more convenient 
to ourselves that our girls should have liberty 
we give it to them, and refuse to believe in its 
danger. We forget that prudence of conduct is 
a thing that has to be learned like any other les- 
son, tha. chastity does not come by 
nature. On the contrary, love is liking 
come by nature, and the artificial restrictions of 
society are things superim „to the use of 
which youth must be coerced before habit and 
understanding have made them firm ana solid. 

All these elemental truths are swept away in 
the nt craze for the freedom of

NOT DEAD, BUT ELOPED. 

A correspondent in Buffalo writes: The 
mystery surrounding the disappearance of 
Mrs. Lizzie Cottier, for whose supposed 
drowned body Chautauqua Lake was 
dragged, has been solved by the discovery of 
evidence showing that she eloped on the day 
she was supposed to have met her death. 
Mrs. Cottier appears to have been from girl 
hood a person of somewhat singular charac- 
ter. Her mother, a Mrs. Church, died when 
her daughter Lizzie was only 4 years old, 
the latter grew into womanhood without the 
advantage of that training she might have 
received had her parent lived. She re- 
ceived a preliminary education in a common 
school, and then, enrering the Wellesley Fe- 
male College, in Massachusetts, was graduated 
with honor. Endowed with much independence 
of character and left largely independent on ner 
own resources, although her father was still 
alive, she determined to earn a livelinood by her 
owy exertions, and, therefore, after leaving col- 
le became a teacher in a school at Warren, 
Pu., meeting with good success. Among her 
peculiarities of disposition wus her aversion to 
society, her mascuiinity of taste and thougnt, 
and her general indifference to attention or re- 


gard from the opposit sex. Her friendships, al- 
though few, were strongly cherished, and she 
made confidants while at college of two yiris 
who were older than herself, and with whom she 
voluntarily made the unusual and eccentne 
agreement never to marry. She had previously, 
it uppears, made the same singular compac 

with another lady friend living in Onio, but di 

not for some reason care to reveal the fact when 
she made the vow with her two collexe- mates. 
She expected to get a situation as teacher in In- 
diana with this Obio friend, but, being disap- 
puinted, returned to Buffalo, after spending 
some time in Ohio learning wood-carving, her 
design in thus doing being to enjoy the compan- 
ionship of the Ohio lady. 

Upou her return to Buffalo she became a 
boarder with Mrs. Cottier and her son Alonzo 
Cottier. She soon won Mrs. Cottier's regard, 
and a friendsbip also 2 grew up between 
herself and Mr. Cottier, who had, 1 bis own 
hard work, gained a permanent and lucrative 
position in business. Te acquaintance soon 
ripened into love on the young man’s part, and, 
after a short e ment, the two were married 
on — by last. hey apparently lived together 
happily, ut least no outward sign was given that 
their relations were other than of the most at- 
fectionate character. Three weeks ago the 
couple arranged for an excursion on the lakes. 
starting from Buffaio by steamer. Mrs. Cottier 
soon com plained of seasickness, however, and, 
on reaching Erie, she arranged to return to 
Chautaugua, while ber husband continued the 
journey, as originally resolved upon, with the 
hope of deriving some besefit therefrom, being 
himself in delicate health. The wife returned 
to this city by rail, and nafterward took up 
her abode at a farm kept by the Hale family, 
on the shores of Chautauqua Lake, and 4ived 
there in apparent enjoyment of ber surround- 
ings and without any noteworthy incident 
until the evening of Aug. 8, when she left 
the farm-house just before 7 o'clock, saying she 
wished to get some photographic views of the 
lake at Lakewood, whither she said she was 
guing in a row-boat. Sbe did not return at nicht, 
however, and on the following day her boat, 
containing some wearing apparel, was found de- 
serted a little distance from Griffith's Point. 
This discover at once led to the belief that she 
was either drowned or had met with foul play, 
and the luke, as before stated, was dragged, but 
witbout success. Detectives were then put upon 
the case, and their investigation resuited in the 
discovery that she had elo The clews which 
lead to this conclusion indicate that the arrange- 
ments for flight were made and carried in 
effect very deliberately. . 

While stopping at Hale farm Mrs. Cottier 
carried on a correspondence with the lady in 
Ohio, with whom she had made her broken vow 
never to marry, and a week betore her flight 
this Ohio friend visited her at the farm. The 
two caine to Buffalo one day, the friend remain- 
ing ata hotel here, while Mrs. Cottier returned 
to her own residence, and there packed a trunk 
with clothing. and trinkets, which she 
brought back to the farm-house. Mean- 
While the Ohio .girl went to her home 
also, and Mrs. Cottier, after returning to the 
farm, began a oorrespondence with another 
female friend, who was one of the two giris with 
whom she had been intimate in college, and who 
bad expressed a wish to meet her. They met at 
the farm-house and the time pleasantly 
together until the outset of the purported row- 
ing trip to Lakewood. Mrs. Cottier appeared 
attired for this trip ina gray boating costume, 
which had also a resemblance toa travelihg 
dress. Diamonds twinkled in her ears and three 
rings studded with diamonds shone on the 
fingers of one of her hands, in which she car- 
ried a pretty leothor bie: Her f ied commented 
upon the diamonds, as Mrs, Cottiér was never ac- 
customed to wear them when out rowing. She 
replied to the friend's inquiry by saying that she 
wore them in order to raise the opirion of the 
people at Lakewood as toher social standing 
and weaith. She put aside the leather bag, how- 
ever, su) it contained her jeweiry, which she 
did not believe she would e with her, and 
substituted for it a large basket, which she de- 
clared would ve of use in gathering pond lilies. 
She also took with hera linen duster. In this 
duster, when it was recovered in boat 
which she had set adrift after landing, was 
found some photographic views which she had 
purchased. Some blurred handwrit was dis- 
covered on the back of one of the views, and 
witb the aid of a mirror it was ascertained to be 
the biotted reproduction of an express receipt 
made by being inadvertantly pressed on the 
photograph while stin fresh. The receipt 
showed that the package in question had been 
sent to the friend in Obio, and further investi- 

tion revealed the fact that it had reached its 

estination. Mrs. Cottier had said .notbing 
whatever at the farm about such a package, but 
had taken that means to send to Onio such 
clothing as she would be likely to need after the 
completion of her design to run away. After 
sending the package by express, she rowed to 
Shadyside, where, still wearing her diamonds 
and a man’s slouched hat, she entered a mil- 
Linery store and asked to be shdOwn a woman’s 
bonnet, which she purchased and then went 
away. The boat she previously turned adrift. 
leaving part of her clothing, which she did not 
need, with the evident design of producing the 
belief that she had been drowned, and thus de- 
feating any discovery of her flignt.

WOMEN ANID ENGLISH, 

Our girls have large liberty in speech. 
They may even talk slang if they do so 
prettily, vivaciously, and with an evidently 
playful intent. We look with amused in- 
dulgence upon their overuse and misuse of 
When a girl says 
that anything is nice“ or “awfully nice,” 
we perfectly understand what she means and 
permit the phrase to pass without criticism, 
because nice“ is a woman’s chief adjective 
of commendation, and means excellent, 
pretty, good-natured, comfortable, or any 
other of a score of things, While awfully"’ in a 
woman's mouth isan adverb whose sole office is 
to intensify expression. In a word, we permit 
our young women, and our young women ver- 
mit themselves, to narrow their vocabulary 
down to a few overworked phrases, to misuse 
their native tongue and distort it, and generally 
to talk in bad English wilifully rather than igno- 
raotly. They call things “splendid” which are 
not splendid, but merely good, or pretty, 
or pleasant, and describe babies or bon- 
nets as “ecunning”"—usually eliding the 
tinal“ g"'—wheh they mean that the babies are 
bright and lively, or attractive in some other 
way, and the bonnets becoming. Honnets, when 
not “ cunning,” are sweet,” and beyond this 
the descriptive vocabulary of the young woman 
rurely extends. 

Inthe matter of elang the impulse. which 
rompts pretty girls to use it—for commonly it 
s only pretty giris who do or dare this—seems 

to be that liking that ali human beings have for 
walking as near as possible to the edge of preci- 
pices. Our giris are not vulgar; they dread vui- 
garity as the abyss; and for that very reason 
they enjoy venturing perilously near its edge, 
precisely as boys rejoice in walking upon nar- 
row timbers at giddy bights in unfinished bulid- 


he only rebuke which girls encounter a a 
result of these practices is an occasional sug- 
westion that Slang is vulgar, and that warning 
has the less force because they see that great 
numbers of girls and women who are not vul- 
gar bing far indulge in slang, as they them- 
seives do. For the overworking of adverbs and 
adjectives, and for their general misapplieation 
of words and their negieet of nice shades of 
meaning, they receive no correction at all, but 
are left to regard the matter as one of no conse- 
quence. 

As a matter of fact itis of real consequence, 
not only to the girls who indulge in such habits, 
but tosociety also, and to one of the finest 
branches of scholarship. Therecan be no doubt 
that the ear which is taught to tolerate the mis- 
use Of words rapidly loses its sensitiveness, and 
even its capacity, to detect misuse. The con- 
stant use of * nice,” and awful,” and sweet.“ 
and splendid,“ and cunning,” in other than 
their proper senses and as substitutes for all the 
other adjectives in the ianguage, rapidly etfaces 
the other adjectives from the mind and biunts 
the sense of fitness in the use of words as means 
of accurate and forcible utterance. The girl 
does not forget the other words in the language, 
perhaps, but she loses the habit of using them, 
and, worse still, she acquiresa habit of loose, 

-inaccurate, incomplete expressicn, and with it a 
like habit of thought. 

All this is to be regretted on account of the 
girls themselves, but it is still more a pitw that 
by the growtb of such habits of mind and speech 
we lose the large influence of refined women in 
behalf of pure speech. Womenare the talkers 
of the world. Upon them falls the greater part 
of the — of maintaining social relations by 
conversation. Every drawing-room is depend- 
ent upon them for its vivacity and spirit; when- 
ever @ man usurps this function be kills con- 
versation with monolog. When a man talks 
much he lectures, and everybody eise keeps si- 
lent. It is only a woman who can * conver- 
sation going, and can twist and turn it about, 
and give variety to it, and keep shop outof it. 

It is a pity that women, upon whom 80 im- 

rtant a duty is placed, should unfit themselves 

or their function by acquiring habits fatal to 

complete success in it. It is an especial pity 
that our beautiful English tongue should lose 
the conservative and developing influence which 
a race of educated women, all talking and all 
priding then.selves upon their accurate 
and fiexible use of the language, would 
exercise. The preservation of a lan- 
guage in ite purity, and the systematic de- 
velopment of its flexibility, its fitness for the 
expression of thought and emotion, and its 
power, is no light or unimportant mé@tter, and 
the influence which our educated women might 
exert in this direction, if they were sincerely 
devoted to the work, would be as great, perhaps. 
as that of all tne schools and Colleges of the 
land. It all our women took pride in the accu- 
racy of their use of words. in the correctness of 
their pronunciation, in the richness of their 
enunciation, in the modulation of their voices. 
in the right disposition of their accents, in all 
matters pertaining to good English speech, they 
might work a revolution. : 

Frenchwomen have a pride of this sort in 
their ability to use their mother tongue fluently, 
flexibly, and well, and their influence in behalt 
of 2 speech, both as conservators of the oid 
and promoters of the new. when the new is 
good, is, without doubt, far greater than that of 
the Academy. Indeed, the Academy's part in 
this matter is little more than to record the 
usage of good society, which is another pame 
for the usuge of educated Frenchwomen.

Blane and give to her demise the stamp of, 
respectability, it did, and with the best pos- 
sible grace. It is in this pleasant way of 


finding good in everything that the Church 
leaves no room on the Continent for Exeter 
Hall. The Abbe Petit represented the Most 
Catholic Queen Isabella at the funeral mass, 
which was celebrated by the Abbe Vidien, who 
was in the habit of confessing the deceased 
lady, and who mourns her death sincerely. Spe 
compounded with him for keepmg the bell at 
Monte Carlo by liberal donations to religious 
charities, and by the foundation of an 
Orphan House, in which the daughters of suirides 
de Monaco were made welcome every time they 
knocked to be admitted. Sixty maidens brought 
up in this asylum were ranged around the chan- 
cel, which was balmy with the perfumes of roses 
and myrtie-blossoms. These girls were robed in 
white. They typified innocence and expressed 
gratitude. Indeed, ail the cardinal virtues were 
represented at this truly Parisian ceremony. 
Littré taught thatevery great revolution was 
preceded by a change in morals and in manners. 

There was buch a grand suttee of royalty, 
episcopacy, and aristocracy at the Bianc obse- 
quies, that no social upheaval, however prodig- 
ious, would now astonish me. Among the per- 
sonages ranged near the family were the Duc de 
Fitz James and Prince de Ronan, whose father 
would have inherited the Conde estates had not 
Mme. de Feucheres got hoid of them for her- 
self and the Duke d’Aumale. With them was a 
curious mixture of Boulevardier journalist 
munagers of the fastest theatres pillars of 
e monde qui s’ amuse.”’ 

Mme. Blanc was a German with a French 
name and a — dash of Oriental 51000. 
which showed itself in her keen pursuit of 
wealth and large almagiving. Her father was 
Herr Durand, of Weinheim. near Homburg.

DOMESTIC ECONOMISTS. 

The Saturday Review has an amusing ac- 
count of the recent Congress of Domestic 
Economists ” in London: 

„Miss Andrews, a guardian of St. Pancras, 
thought children were taught habits of 
waste in the workhouse. We had imag- 
ined that it was otherwise, and that an al- 
most overstrained economy made it use- 
less for Oliver ‘to ask for more.’ But the 
process of ‘pampering parochial paupers,’ 
though elsewhere unknown, may be familiar 
in the Palace of St. Pancras. Itis an awful 
charge that ‘pauper children are indoctri- 
nated into the habits of waste, and learn jo 
turn up their little noses (as we suppose they 
do) at wholesale hashed mutton.’ Somewhat 
a propos des bottes, Sir Henry Cole, seeing 
Lady Stanley of Alderley in the room, asked 
her whether she was of opinion that a child 
of 3 years old might be taught habits of do- 
mestic economy.’ Sir Henry Cole was appar- 
ently blue-molded“ like the Irishman, for 
want of a discussion. He had become reckless, 
and capable of putting Boswell's famous ques- 
tion, and asking Lady Stanley what she would 
do if she were shut up with a baby in a tower. 
Lady Stanley, of Aideriey, expressed an opinion 
that children of 3 might safely be left in igno- 
rance of domestic economy, and that 4 years of 
age was early enough for tuition in this science. 
In the dark ages of the past few children read 
Miss Edgeworth’s * Wuste Not, Want Not.“ be- 
fore they were 6. The lesson of that economic 
treatise is that st is u rare substance, which 
can only be obtained from the outside of casual 
parceis, and that you should never cut the stri 
of a parcel, but untie the knot and put the 
in your pocket. We can imagine no lesson in 
domestic economy which appeals more forcibly 
to childhood, and we still unable to resist 
the temptation offe the thrifty soul by a 
good long piece of string. without too 
many knots in it. Passing from this 
topic to that of the dress of servants and 
teachers, the ladies began to discuss with a 
spirit which. must have made Sir H. Cole feel 
that he was not without his reward. A shock- 
ing incident, the appearance ot a teacher in a 
biack velvet dress, was commented upon with 
emotion. Why do economists always rank 
velvet and lace among the deadly sins? These 
commodities point the moral in ali economical 
books from the days of Adam Smith to those of 
Mrs. Fawcett. The congress next reverted to 
what a lady sweetiy called the culinary prep- 
aration of food.’ An affecting anecdote is told 
of a lady who wept on tasting an egg ched 
by her own daughter. Perhaps this lady knew 
that there goes wit to the poaching of eggs, and 
was overcome on recognizing ia her daughter a 

rson likely to obtain eminence as a humorist. 

ut, though we have not actually shed scalding 
ing tears over them, the poa eggs of womai 
as Wordsworth says of ‘the gratitude of man, 
have ot ten left us mourning,’ and even resent- 
ful. The value of the deliberations of the con- 
gress would, we think, be overstated at the price 
of one well-poached egg.”

CLEM GALLION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

CAMBRIDGE, III., Sept. 16.— The most bru- 
tal crime in the annals of Western Lilinois 
since the memorable murder of Col. George 
H. Davenport as he sat alone in his cabin on 
the Island of Rock Island one bright 4th 
of July was explated today. The deed was 
committed on the night of Friday, Dec. 10, 
1880.. The scene of the tragedy was a plain, 
unpainted farm-house, located ten miles 
west of Geneseo, and three and a half miles 
south of Colona, in Henry County. The 
family ‘consisted of five persons: Mr. 
and Mrs. Thomas Dilley; Minnie, 
aged 13; Willie, aged 11; and Bertie, aged 
6 years. On the evening of the day men- 
tioned Mrs. Dilley, Minnie, and Willie went 
to a spelling-school, leaving Mr. Dilley and 
Bertie at home. They returned about 9:30 
o’clock.: Soon atter, when about going to 
bed, Mr. Dilley asked Minnie if she had 
locked the doors, and, receiving a negative 
answer, he went around and fastened them 
himself, after which he put out the light and 


retired. 
THE NEXT THING KNOWN 
of the events that took place was Minnie’s 
being awakened by what she called a dull 
thud.” She looked from her bed through 
the door leading to her parents’ room 
and saw, as she at first sup- 
posed, her father lighting the lamp: but a 
second look convinced her that the man she 
saw was not her father, and either from 
drowsiness or fright she tucked her head 
under the quilts and lay still for sometime 
—whether she dropped asleep or not she could 
not tell. She was next aroused by groans, 
end getting up called her mother. Receiv- 
ing no answer, Minnie called again infright- 
ened tones, and ran to the foot of her parents’ 
bed, discovering them by the dim light of the 
lamp and the moonlight covered with blood, 
her mother tossing her arms convulsively 
and groaning incoherently. With that won- 
derful fortitade and presence of mind 
which the child- woman has borne at 
the Coroner’s inquest and at the trial, 
the girl aroused her two brothers, assisted 
them to dress, and just as the clock struck 
12 the three children started to inform a 
neighbor three-fourths of a mile away. The 
neighbor roused up several others, and to- 
gether they went back to the house where 
Mr. Dilley was found dead and his wife 
mortally hurt. By this time 1 o’clock Sat- 
day morning had been reached. A doctor 
was summoned, and he pronounced Mrs, 
Dilley’s wounds in all probability fatal. As 
soon as it became light enough 
SEARCH WAS MADE 

for traces of the murderer. All the door and 
window fastenings were found secure, except 
the one door being open by which the 
children had gone out, and which Minnie 
said Was open when they started to the 
neighbor’s. There was found in the room 
where the murder was committed an old 
shovel-handle with the triangular iron braces 
still fastened to it, and it was smeared with 
blood and tangles of hair, showing conclu- 
sively that it was the weapon with which 
Mrs. Dilley’s skull had been broken and her 
face so horribly disfigured. Near an old 
bench by the wood-house, where the shovel- 
handle had lain for months, was one solitary 
footprint of a large-size overshoe, apparent- 
ly the only trace left by the murderer. 
But one thing was evidently disturbed 
in the house, that being a drawer in a bureau 


that stood pppoe Dilley’s bed. From ita 
watch was ta , and also a watch which 
Mr. 140 had carried was missing. But 
there was left standing on the bureau jewelry 
of more value than both watches, and asmall 
sum of money in Dilley's pocket. It was not 
until Saturday afternoon when the Coroner 
had proc to inquire into the cause of 
Mr. Dilley’s death that it was 
DISCOVERED THAT HE HAD BEEN SHOT. 


A ball had entered the right eye, penetrating 
the brain, and, lodging. against the 
skull at its base, caused instant death. 

The ball extracted was a 32calibre 
slu and the istol from which it 
had n fired was held so close to the vic- 
tim that the powder burned his face. The 
curtain of the window near the head of his 
bed had been drawn asice and laid over the 
headboard, obviously that the moonlight 
might shine in and guide the assasin’s shot. 
The theory is—and circumstances bear it out 
—that the shot awoke Mrs. Dilley, and the 
murderer then attacked her with the shovel- 
handle. Six or seven blogs were struck, the 
fatal one having crushed the skull and sunk 
into the brain over the left temple. Mrs. 
Dilley was a strong woman physically, and 
the indications point to a hard struggie on 
her part to ward off the blows, several of 
them Daving glanced and struck the walls 
and one the panel at the head of the 
bedstead. Blood was spattered all 
over the walls, the bed, and even up to the 
ceilitig. Mrs. Dilley lingered along, entirely 
unconscious, until 11 o’clock Tuesday nigh 
almost exactly four days, when death end 
her sufferings and double tragedy was 
complete. 

WHAT MOTIVE PROMPTED THE MURDERER 
of two inoffensive persons is as much a mys- 
tery now asat the time deed was done. 
It seems impossible that r ry and plunder 
could have actuated the deed in the light of

was begun in ourt-House at Cambridge.

The 
regular panel of twenty-four men was 
exhausted, and forty-eight were summoned 
on special venire before the jury was select- 
ed, ‘Lhe twelve men good and true were 
all Americans, and averaged—an unusual 
thing in Lllinois—less than 35 pense of age.

to see them in the agonyof death. This girl, 
but 13 years ot age, told the story in a sim- 
ple, straightforward manner, that irresistibly 
moistened the eyes of all who heard it save 
one—the stolid, indifferent, and heartless 

risuner, who throughout the trial sat care- 
ess and unmoved. Minnie was cross-ques- 
tioned as to the minutest details, 
but she made heroic and clear 
answers, except when the blood- 
smeared shovel-handles with which her 
mother had been brained was held up for 
identification. No witness of the deed in the 
instant of its execution was put on the stand, 
because there was but one and his life was 
at issue. But 

THE STRONGEST CHAIN OF EVIDENCE 

that ever sent a murderer to the 22 was 
wound around Clem Gallion. He was ftol- 
lowed up to the afternoon of the crime, when 
he was butten milesfrom Dilley’s house, 
and the morning after the murder he was 
trying to trade one of Dilley’s watches that 
was in the house the night before. The re- 
volver that was made to do the work, with 
catridges to correspond in calibre with the 
ballin the dead man’s brain, were seen as 
offered for sale by the prisoner within twen- 
ty-four hours after murder was com- 
mitted. 

CLEM GALLION WAS 22 YEARS OF AGE, 


five feet nine inches tall, of erect form, light 
complextion, and would weigh 170 pounds. 
He told Tk TRIBUNE representative night 
before last that he had no relatives living, 
and that he did not think he had a friend in 
the world. His father was killed in the War, 
and his mother died about the same time. 
Ile was sent toa soldiers’ orphan asylum, 
and afterward ado by a man 
named Golden, at Fredrickton, Mo., 
where he continued to live until two 

ears ago, when he struck out for himself. 
Nine months ago today Gallion was arrest- 
ed. On the ith of July he heard his death- 
sentence. So far as outward appearances 
are concerned, he seems to have had the 
stoicism of a brute. He did not, from the

THE SCAFFOLD. - 

This was built at the no ast corner of 
the jail-yard. It was surrounded by a board 
fence eighteen feet high, and extending west 
thirty feet and east forty feet.

DYING STATEMENT:

vindicate my character to the public if he 
deems it necessary. I die in the faith of the 
Holy Catholic Church, place my 
hopes in God. am ready to die, and 
have no bitter feelings toward any person, or 
any enmity. 1 die trusting in God.” During 
Gallion’s utterance of the last. few words, 
there was a noticeable tremor and trembling, 
although slight. The Sheriff then pinione 
the prisoner’s ankles and legs and strapped 
his hands behind him. The noose was ad- 
justed, but the knot, first being placed on the 
right side, was turned to the left. At 1:10 
o’clock the blagk cap was drawn ever. Gal- 
lion’s face. ere was an instant of death- 
like stillness, a wave of the Sheriff’s hand, an 
upward motion on the lever, a dull thud, and 
Gallion was hurled into eternity. The rope 
— more than had deen anticipated, 


THE MAN’S FEET STRUCK THE GROUND, 
his knees slightly inclining. After an inter- 
val of twenty-five minutes, long and anxious 
ones, the doctors pronounced life extinct. 
During the third minute the pulse marked 
86: there were two convulsive shudders dur- 
ing the fourth; 123 at the fifth: 117 at the 
eighth; two spasmodic efforts at breathin 
on the tenth; 48 pulsations the twelfth: 1 
the fifteenth; the pulse was barely per- 
ceptible the sixteenth; at the eight- 
eenth the heart’s action showed an- 
other spasm; at the twenty-first it 
was not perceptible, and at the end of the 
twenty-fifth minute the physicians — 
nounced Gallion dead. The body was n 
placed ina coffin and carried out into the 
Court-House yard, where it was placed in a 
hollow square of thirty militiamen, and the 
crowd of neariy 2,000 persons permitted to 
view it. The Sheriff, an hour later, took 

ssession of the remains, Judge Glenn re- 
using to allow the body to go to the doctors.

Catrin was caught the n@xt day and lodged 
in the Silverton jail, from which he was 
taken the same evening and lynch law most 
effectively dealt out to him. A reward of 
$5,500 was offered for the delivery, dead or 
alive, to the Sheriff of San Juan County, of 
Wilkinson and Eskridge. The latter is still 
at liberty. The former was captured by the 
notorious Ike Stockton, for whom Wilkin- 
son would have risked his life at any time, 
of which fact Stockton was perfectly aware. 
The following account of the capture was 
given by Mrs. Flora W. Pyle, the sister of 
Wilkinson, who resides at Castle Rock 
Springs. The statement of Mrs. Pyle was 
taken verbatim by a special reporter of the 
Dolores News, andis the only true and ac- 
curate account yet given: 

“My brother (A. W. Wilkinson) and 
Dison Eskridge came to our house at 12 
o’clock at night on Sunday. They knocked 
at the door gently, and I answered the call, 
asking who was there. The answer was, 
Bert.“ When 1 recognized Bert his first 
words were: Flora, we are awful hungry, but 
have you got anything that will fit Dison’s 
feet; he is barefooted. He then asked if I 
had anything cooked. I gave them a lunch, 
which they ate outdoors. They did not en- 
ter the house during the time they were 


hereabouts. 
IKE STOCKTON 
had arrived here in the evening preceding 
that night, and was then sleeping in the 
house across the way. I told the boys of 
this, when they seemed to be overjoyed, and 
expressed a desire to see him immediately. 
Stockton was then sent for, and when he 
came over to see them he remarked: It lg 
very cold this evening! His teeth were 
chattering, he was trembling, and I suppose 
he made this remark to hide the true cause 
of his nervousness, which was that his con- 
science smote him for the treachery he was 
practicing toward his friend, whom he in- 
tended to deliver up to be hanged for 
money’s sake. Stockton had been to my 
house for supper, and returned for break- 
fast, at the request of a friend, Mr. Welfoot, 
who had the hospitality of our home. I had 
made every arrangement for the boys to get 
horses and provisions with which to con- 
tinue their travels. laided in their escape 
(so far as they went), and if it be 
criminal I would not regret it, for 
Bert was my brother, and Dison his sworn 
friend. Had I not done as I did, I would 
feel that I were inhuman. Bert asked who 
was blamed for the shooting, but did not 
deny or acknowledge that he killed the 
Marshal, as he could not know. Mr. Stock- 
ton said when he came to our house that 
night that he had heard thata party would 
arrive from Silverton, and that he 
HAD COME TO WARN THE BOYS, 

if here. After the boys had eaten their 
lunch, I was conversing with them at the 
door.

STOCKTON, AS A COMRADE, CAPTURED BERT 
has caused him to say much to vindicate his 
treacherous action.

Hesays that Bert 
owed him $19 and refused to pay it. 

“* Bert told me after his capture that he and 
Dison went to the place agreed on with 
Stoekton the night they were here, and 
Stockton and Cook came to them in the morn- 
ing. Stockton said he would have to go to 
thé Florida after fresh horses. He left Bert 
and Cook and took Dison with him. He was 
gone till 3 o’clock in the afternoon and re- 
turned without Dison. He told Bert that 
Dison and Arg were to meet them five miles 
below with fresh horses. Bert got up 
and left his pistol on a bDianket on 
which he had been lying. The horse was 
five or six yards from him, and as he started 
for him Stockton jumped in between him 
and his pistol and told him to throw up his 

ands. Bert did so, laughing, think it 
was a joke; but see Stockton’s face’ 
the truth commenced to dawn on him, and 
he said: Ike, do you meanit?’ to which 
Stockton replied: ‘Yes, I do mean it. 
Money is what makes menin this country.’ 
Bert said: *You’ve got the drop on me, 
lke, but I’d rather you'd kill me.’ Stockton 
promised him he’d néver be turned over 
without something to defend himself with.” 

AFTER HIS CAPTURE 

he was kept under a strong guard at Animas 
City until Saturday, when he was turned 
over to the Sheriff of San Juan 1 15 who 
took him to Silverton and lodged him in jail. 
He was accompanied by his sister, who re- 
mained in Silverton till Sunday. It was, no 
doubt, due to her presence he was not 
lynched Saturday night, She was informed 
Sunday that he would be hanged whether 
she remained in town or not, and thatif she 
went her brother’s body would be sent to 
her. Between 9 and 10 o’clock Sunday even- 
ing a party of masked men brokeinto the 
jail, too ilkinson out, and made summary 

reparations for launching him into the great 
beyond. Up to the last moment he showed 
the utmost fortitude, and died “ the gamiest 
of the game.

A constant change of officials 
with party changes must result disastrously in 
many instances. : 
OVERSHADOWING CORPORATIONS. 

Are you troubled with the evil of overshad- 

rporations as we are bere?” 

“There is a growing conviction in Canada 
thattarge railway 1 exert baneful 
influences, and the Grand Trunk and Great 
Westeru corporations are regarded with sus- 
picton by many of our citizens. As yet, how- 
ever, there are few if any evil practical results 
to complain of. If they should arise the strong 
arm of the popular will must speedily put them 
down.” 

In the United States the theory is that wealth 
should be egually distributed among the people, 
and that monopolies should be prohibited, that 
the rich may not grow richer and the pvor 
poorer; yet we find the Coutrary to be the case 
practically, by the tendency of things. Does 
the question of monopolies at all trouble you 
ou your side of the line?” 

“Enormous wealth has not given rise to 
troubie or jealousy in Canada. e have few 
men ssing large fortunes, and consequently 
no comfMunistical feeling. The tariff bas been 
manipulated in the interest of a sugar refining, 
coul- Oil. and cotton monopoly, but the enormous 
profits realized at the geveral cost of these 
— — will speedily induce competition, 
and although a few will dave made large fort- 
unes before it comes, the rings will eventually 
suffer, and the people have temporary enjoy- 
ment of cheap zg ＋. 

* How about the recent arrangement with a 
syndicate for building the Canada Pacific Rail- 
road? Don't that savor a good deal of monopoly? 
To us it looked like a very dangerous and un- 
patriotic thing for your Dominion Goverument 
and Parliament to do.” 

“There is a smack of monopoly about the syn- 
dicate arrangement which has belped to make it 
unpopular. An incompetent Goyeroment got rid 
of a troublesome question at a neavy loss to the 
nation. ut the road will be built, the bulk ot 
the people won't zuow how much has been lost, 
and hats will be thrown up in behalf of one of 
the greatest swindles of the century. With com- 
petent men at the bead of affairs, the Govern- 
ment could bave built the road as readily as any 
syndicate can do it, and the profits would have 
remained with the taxpayers, while the peopie 
would have remained free from theo on 
of and arrogant and grinding monopoly.“ 

THE JURY SYSTEM. 

Do you find any objection to the jury system 
on your side of the line? On this there is much 
complaint.“ * 

“Our jury system is under the control of our 
Provincial Governments, and varies in each 
Province. In Ontario our Jury law has been so 
amended as to make it satisfactory. There is a 
— feeling in favor of the abolition of the 

rand Jury ora considerable reduction in its 
number. [ts advantages are questionable, while 
its cost is certain. 

ENFORCING THE LAWS. 

“Is there any difficulty in enforcing the laws 
in Canada? You have the reputation of being a 
law abiding and enforcing people. Have you 
any special machinery provided for enforcing 
the laws that we are deficient in?’ 

“Our municipalities, I believe, are invested 
with greater power than yours, and appoint 
officers to see to the observances of by- 
laws or ordinances, We have but 
few statutes which lie dormant. Our game laws, 
Thistic law. and one or two statutes relating to 
the protection of those employed in the use of 
machinery are notso strictly enforced as they 
ought to be, but there is considerable improve- 
ment even in these particulars, and we have no 
reason to compiain of laxity on the part of our 
public prosecutors.“ 

THE CENSUS. 

“Colonel, your census has just been taken. 
Is the ratio of increase in population and wealth 
satisfactory to your statisticians?”’ 

“The system enforced in the taking of our 
census is clumsy and the results not fully relia- 
ble, but the ratio of increase is satisfactory. 
According to the census of 1871, the population 
of the dominion was 3,602,321; in 1881 it figured 
up 4,350,934, exhibiting a gain of 748,612,a not 
unsatisfactory showing.“

Colonel, you have a splendid system of pub- 
lic works in the Dominivn. Are they found to 
be a great advantage to yout!) .-. , 

“I doubt the expediency our heavy canal 
expenditure, and regard the advantages to be 
derived therefrom much less tban is gener- 
ally belived. In these days rapid transit is as 
much an object as mere economy, and the rail- 
roads will eventually largely supersede the ca- 
nals in a country where the waters are frozen 
or out of the canals for neariy six months of the 
year.” 

FOREIGN COMMERCE. 

“ Are you developing considerable trade with 
foreign countries?“ 

„Our trade with foreign countries is con- 
stantly wing, and the continual development 
of the Northwest must annually augment it. 
We are duitivating commerce largely wito the 
West India Islands, Central, and South America, 
as well as Europe and the United States. But 
we need a renewal of the reciprocity treaty 
with the United States to greatly advantage our- 
selves aa well as you.“ 

MERCANTILE MARINE. 


“ Your mercantile marine is ranked next to 


ours. What cunqurages shipbuilding in the Do- 
minion, aud where is its principal seat?“ 

“Our mercantile marine bas grown greatly 
during the past twenty years, and our steamship 
interest is already one of the most important in 
the world. Our steamsbips are built in Scotiand, 
principaily, but largely owned in Canada, and 
since the demand for Canadian cattle bas sprung 
up in Great Britain they have more freight of- 
fering than they can corveniently handle. The 
Canadiah ocean route to Europe is short, and to 
this is large:y attributable the growth of our 
ocean marine.” 

AGRICULTURE. 

How do your agricultural fields hoid out? Is 
our wheat deteriorating as it is here? Or, per- 

aps you pursue a better system of agriculture 
than wo do? What, may | ask, are your farm- 
ers’ prospects for the future: 

“In the weli-favored sections of Canada wheat 
culture is still found to be profitable, but the 
careless tiller of the soil suffers as much with ue 
as with you. Our intelligent agriculturists fol- 
low the British shift system, and pursue a regu- 
lar rotation of crops, every field receiving its 
share of manure and proper culture. In the sec- 
tion in which I reside turnips are largely culti- 
vated, with other root crops, and beef is the 
main product of the farm, stall- feeding being 
the invariable rule, and the production of ma- 
pure a certain source of profit. Our farmers 
never bad brighter prospects, and the bulk of the 
— and workers among them are doing 
We ve 

How are the present year’s crops turning out 
throughtout the inion?’ 

“ They are above the average and exception- 
ally good in many localities.” 

“You have an Agricuitural College in Onta- 
rip, at Guelph. Is it realizing the hopes of its 
founders? In this country the agricultural col- 
leges me not in good repute, having been 
mostly forced into classical schools, under the 
direction of the old order of teachers.” 

The Agricultural College at Guelph, in On- 
tario, is a brilliant success in all its branches. 
Its students are taught to work — and 
made to think out the why and wherefore of all 
they do. They are taught, too, to believe that it 
will pay them better to return to the farm and 
work it intelligently, than to leave it. The ex- 
perimental portion of the work is the most val- 
uabie, and the results published by the Ontario 
Government are eagerly looked for by the 
farming community. An Agricultural Com- 
mission, too, has recently collected much valua- 
bie evidence as to the various results of farm- 
ing operations in Ontario, and the Government 
has incurred much expense in giving a sum- 
mary of it to the public. No action of the Gov- 
rower has met with more popularity thao 

8 
PROHIBITORY LAWS. 

“T understand that prohibitory liquor lawsare 
demanded with as much pertinacity in Canada 
ashere. Is intemperance a great evil among 
the ple of the Dominion!“ 

„This is a vexed question, for Canada suffers 
as much from intemperance as any of the States, 
and good men are as anxious to find a remedy 
as they are elsewhere. 1 cannot bring aye to 
believe, however, that mere prohibitury laws on 
the statute-books will meet the difficulty. In 
Ontario a stringent License law is thoroughly 
entorced, and as licensed houses are under 
strict surveillance, and as the hotelkeeper de- 
pends upon his good conduct for a renewal of 
his license, there is a material improvement in 
the social etatus of our liquor-sellers, and less 
drunkenness than formerly is the result. Every 
licensed liquor-seiller is au interested informer 
against the illicit dealer, and is much more ef- 
— in this respect than the ordinary advo- 
cate of total probibiuon.”’ 

“Has the rumselier as much political in- 
fluence there as here, or is he curbed in any 
way by law?’ 

The rumseller does not possess as much po- 
litical intiuence today as be did ten years ago 
in Canada. Liquor-selling on election-days is 
probibited; andto givea giass of liquor to an 
elector is to run the risk of unseating the suc- 
cessful candidate. Our election laws are very 
strict, and since the introduction of the ballot 
the whisky-bottle bas not nearly so much to do 
2 our political contests as in the good old 

es. * 


ANNEXATION. 

“Does the question of annexation to the 
United States in any way exercise the public 
mind of the Canadians? ethink here it is a 
great disadvantage to both countries to be di- 
vided by a line of custom-houses guarding the 
most extensive frontier line in the world, and 
that the best way to abolish them is for Canada 
to become a part and parcel of this glorious con- 
federation. On her part the old-time objection 
of siavery in the United States no longer exists, 
and she would be warmly welcomed.” 

In so far as my @xperience goes, I can confi- 
dently say that the qfestion of annexation has 
no great hold on the minds of the ple. Asa 
dernier independence would be more pop- 
ular. But neitber question is at present serious- 
ly enteztained. With you we see the awk ward- 
ness Of a customs-line preventing free inter- 
chan of products, and would giadly remove 
the difficulty by a sensible reciprocity treaty 
were tbat possible; but you have to pay your 
War debt and we to build our Pacific ilroad, 
and nothing short of a Zoliverein would meet 
the circumstances. Some day or other your 
statesmen and ours may come to terms on some 
such busis. We like your givrious federation, 
but think more of ourglorious Dominion.” 


Don't you think it would be better to have a 


large stage than a small one for your aspirants 
to act upon? Your people come bere any bow, 
and will continue to come and stay, preferring 
the ‘ fair feild and no favor’ they find here to pro- 
vincial limits and parish prejudices.” 

Wo are enlarging our own sta by adding 
Manitoba to it, and our peopie will go there any 
bow.

than that which you now possess.

THE CANADIAN 8CHOOL SYSTEM. 

“Colonel, what is the model upon which your 
public school system is based; and how are the 
educational interests of the Dominion provided 
for? I understand Ontario, at any rate, bas 
a very ellicient system, and that at one time, if 
not now, ber percentage of school attendance 
was the largest in the world.” 

Each province makes and euforces its own 
school regulations, but it is provided by the Do- 
minion act that no interference shall be made 
with the system of Catholic separate schools in 
Ontario, nor the Protestant schools in Quebec, 
such as they existed at the date of confedera- 
tion. Those schools receive a pro-reta share of 
the public school fund. We, in Ontario, have 

wed largely' from Massachusetts. Our 
schools, from the lowest de to the university, 
are practically free, and lead the pupil to the 
possession of a degree with little or no direct 
cost to the parent. We have public schools, 
high schools, collewes, and universities, open to 
all, and little more thau the purchase of books 
is required from the pupil. e pride ourselves 
on our educational:standard for teachers, and 
are taking pains to raise it as rapidly as possible. 
There is no question in which our people take 
greater interest than that of education.” 

PROVINCIAL PRIDE. 

“Colonel, what have you proviseials to pride 
yourselves on besides Edward Hanilan, the oars- 
man?’
